per ccnfure (intimating eft-fbones and (cttingbeforc their eyes the exceeding 
great hatred of the i?w»<iweCommunaltic, which in time to come they fbould 
incurrc) that DhcimvsSilanvs Conful deft was not absfticd nor unwil- 
m ollific his owne * award, with a gentle expofition (bccaufc it had been 
afhameto alter it and eatc his owne words) as if it had bccnc taken and con- 
for.mem or ftruedin an harder fence, than hec meant it . And verily prevailed hee had, and

Howbcit prefuming neverthelefTe to continue in hismagi- 
ftracic,and to execute his jurifdi&ion,when heunderfiood once that fomc were 
ready to prohibitc him by force and Armes, hee fent away his Serjeants, caft 
offhis (e) embrodered purple Robe,andretiredpriv ly to his ow nc houfe,mi«d- 
ing there to keepe himfelfc quiet in regard of the troublcfome time. And when 
two daicsafter,thc multitude flocked unto him willingly and of their owne ac¬ 
cord, promising after a very tumultuous manner their helpe and affiftance in the 
recoveric of his former place and dignitie,he reprdled them. Which thing hap¬ 
pening thus beyond all expectation , The Senate which washaftily met toge¬ 
ther about that riot and uprore, gave him ’name thankes, and that by theprin- 
cipaliandnoblcftperfonages among chcm,fcntfor him into thc(/) Curia, and 

after 
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aftertheyhad in moft honourable terraes commended him, they reftoredhim 
fully to his Office, and reveried their former Decree. 

H E fell againe into another newe trouble and dawnger, being called into ij, 
cucltion as one S( Cati lines confpiracie,botb before the Qucftor N o v 1 v s 
N1 g e r in his houfe,and that by L.V e t t 1 v s * who appcachcd himjand alfo in * Com* 

the Senate, by P. C v r 1 v s: unto whom for that he detcacd firft, the plots & dc- 
fign ments of the Confpiratours,w’cre rewards appointed by the Statc.C v it i v % dtx were hi* 
depofed that he knew fo much by C a t t i l i n e : and V s t t 1 v s promiied to 
brma forth even his owne hand-writing which he gave unto Catiline: But 
this was fuch an indignitie as C a s a * in no wife thought tollcrablc *, whereup¬ 
on,craving the teftimonic ofC ic e r o by which he proved, that himfclfe mere¬ 
ly of bis o wne accord had given fomc information unto him of the faid Confpi- 
nriej c prevailed fo much that C v r 1 v s went without thofc rewards. As for 
V eVt i v s , after his goons were arretted and ftrefles taken, his houfhold-ftuffc 
rifled, himfeVe cvill entreatcd.beatcn,and in the open afleinb’ie of the multitude 
even before the R o s t r a wel-necrcpulled in pceces, him he clapt up in prifon. 

After the lame fort he ferved N o v 1 v s the Qneftour, bccaufc heefuffered him, 

(?) a fuperiour Magiftratc of State,to be accufcd and defamed in his houfc. 

* * A f t e r this Pretourfnip of his, having the Government of the farther 1*. 
Province in Spat** allotted unco him, hee tookc order with his Creditors (that A *£;***j 
were in hand to ftay him) by the mcancs of certainc (a) furctics who came in thaSrnlp 
and undercooke fox him: and before the Govcrnours ofthc Provinces weredif- parch he mu 
pofed-of by the State, with Commiffions fealed for their jurifdidion and other V( * tttV,Uam * 
affaires, with allowance and furniture alfo fet out for them accordingly,he con- 
traric to all right and cuftomc put himfelfc in his journey: were it for feare of 
fomc judiciall proceeding intended againft him whiles he wasa private perfon, 
or becaule he might more fpeedily fuccour the Allies of the Rom&utts, who cra¬ 
ved helpe, it is unccrtainc. Well, hen he had letled the Province in peace, he 
made as great haft to be gone. and not cxpe&inga Succeflour hcc departed, as 
well to ride in Triumpffasto take upon him the Confu (hip .

Confuls) when he miaht not be pricked nor propounded (Confull) unleflchcc ^ 
entred the Cirie in qua.itie ofa private Citizen, and ‘ many withftoode him la- 
bouring as he did to be difpcnfed-with for the Law'cs,forced he w as for feare of 
being put bv the Confulfnip to forgoc (/>)his triumph. 

O f the tw o Com. etitours w ith him for the Confulfnip , to w it, L. L v- 1^ 
cs 1 vs and M. B ibv l vs, hee made choifcoi L vce ivs to be his Compani¬ 
on in Office ^vpon this compact andconditioti, Thatfince hee wasa man not 
fo gracious,but better monied than himfclfe, he fnould of his owne purfc pro¬ 
nounce in the name of both, & promife to dcalc monies among the Centuries. 

Which devife being known.the * Nobies and great men who were afraidc,that # Oixmmttu 
being once a foueraigne * Magift 1 are, Sc hauing a collegue ready at his beck to * CooioX 
agree & confcnt with him,he wou’d both dare & do anv thing; perfwaded with 
BIB V L V s to make promife of as great a Donation as the other did: and the 
moft part of them contributed theirmonies thereunto. Yea, Cato hiinielfe 
verily was not againft it, but faide, This Large!]t jiotdt with the good of the vede 
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pnblique. Hecrcupon created Conful hec was with B i b v l v s . For the fame 
caufe, the faidc Nobles and principall perfons of the Citic gauc order, that the 
Confuls for this ycere following, ftiould haue ( b ) the Prouinccs and Commiffi- 
ons of lead affaire and importance,to wit, the looking vnto Forrefts & Woods, 
vnto Lanes and Pathcs . C s . s a k taking this wrong and difgrace mod to the 
heart, made court all that eucr he could vnto Cn. Pom pet vs, who had taken 
offence againd the Senatours, for that hauing vanquifhed K Mithridates, 
his Ads and Decrees were no fooncr ratified and confirmed . He reconciled al- 
fo vnto P o m p e i v s, M.C r a s s v s, an oldccneinie ever fince that Confuiihip, 
which they bare together with exceeding much jarring and difagreement: Hce 
entred likewife into a Socictie with them both, vpon this contract,That nothing 
fnould be done or partem the adminiftradon of the Common- weale, thatdil- 
plcafed any of them three. 


20 W h e n he was entred into this Honourable p’acc of Confulfhip; hee (firft 

A.v. c. 6 $<;, 0 f a ll that ever were) ordained,That all Acls, as well of Senate as People fhoula 
day bv day as they (<i) were concluded, bee recorded alfo and pubiifhcd. Hee 
brought-in likewife the ancient cuftome ugaine, that in what(f) moncth hee 
had not the Knitches of rods with Axes borne before him, a pubiique Officer 
called Accen 5 vs fhould huilncr him before, and the Serjeants or Lidours 
follow after behinde. Hauing promulged the Lawe Jgrartj, as touching the 
divifion of Lands among the Commons, when his tellowc Coniull with- 
ftoodc and refilled his proceedings, hee drave him out of the Common-place, 
by violence and force of Armes. The morrow after,when the faidc Bibvlv* 
had made his complaint in the Senate of this outrage , and there would not 
one be found that durft move the houfe about fo great a garboilc and hurlibur- 
ly as *h at was, nor give his cenlure thereof (as often times in lighter * tumults 
Trcjpaflc* or and flirres there had parted many Decrees) hce drave him to fuch a defperate 
offences. f carc ^ t h at unt il] bee went quite out of his magiftracie, hce kept clofe with- 
b y i>ronou r -' in houfe and never prohibited * any proceedings elfe , but by way of *E- 
cmg out ofthc # From thattime forward, Ce s.u alone managed all the affaires of State, 
wn^thiuhe even as hec would himfelfe: in fo much as ciuers Citizens plcafantly conceited, 
when fo euer they figned,fubfcribed,or dated any writings to (land vpon record, 
"th-tTno would merilv put it downe thus, A uch a thing re as done , not when Cesar and 
lIw-jIv- B i *v l v s , but vrben Ivlivs and Cesar rrere Confuls: fetting downe one

h j t~~ The Stellatchampian fields held confecrated 8c religious by our Aunceftors, 
tionL'jx*'mcn together with the Campanc territorie .referued to yceld rent and pay tribute for 
d rf:-QCcm a Subfidie to the Comrnon-wcaie, hee divided without calling "‘lots, among 

miiT’oners for - tVVCHtiC 
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twenticthoufand Citizens who could fhew three children or more . The Pab- 
licanes making requeft for fome * eafement hec rclieued, by finking of a third -fcForduttlM* 
part of their rents, and w amed them openly,that in the fetting and letting of the 
new commodities and renenucs of the Citie, they fhould not bid and offer too 

much. All other things likewife he gauc and graunted,according as eucry mans 
mind and defire ftoodthcrcto, and no man gaine-faid him: bur, went any about 
to thwart him, he was foone frighted away. M.C ato, when hee feemed to in¬ 
terrupt and itoD his proceedings, hec caufcd ro be haled violently out cf the Se¬ 
nate houfe by an Otficer , and committed to prifon . As L. L v c v l i v s ftoutly 
wirhftood his doings, he put him into fo great a fearc of fundry A&ions and cri¬ 
minations , that hee was glad to come and tall downe before him at his knees. 

When Cicero pleading vpon a time in Court, had lamented the wofull It ate 
of thofe times: the very fame day, at the* ninth hourc thereof, hee brought * fhrez i 
P. C l o d i v s his cncmie to be adopted into the houfe and name ofa Commo- 
ncr; one who long before had laboured in vaine to goc from the Nobles , and *“ ojhal 

be incorporate among the Commons . Laftof ail, it is credibly reported, that rfid m 

he induced by rewards, againft all thole in general of the contrary faction,* an 
appeacher,to profefle that he was follicited by iomc for to murder Powrs i v s; ;j/ ttius3c: 
who bcir.a produced forth bv him before the body of the people, nommated(as cording ro v* 
he had inductions,and as it was agreed betweene them afore) thofe that fet him 
a Wotke: but when one or tw o of them were named to no purpofe, nor w ith * luaer aforc- 
outpregnantfufpitionof fome fraudulent pra&ifes hedefpairing thegoodfuc- 
cefle of fo rafh and inconfiderate a project, po\ foned the * partic w hom he had in};rlfoQ 

thus fuborned, and made him away for telling any more tales. > nighr. 

Abovt the fame time 3 heetooketo wifeCALPvasi a the daughter of L. «. 

Piso, who was to fucceede him in the Confulate; and affianced his owne 
daughter I v t r a vnto Cn.Pompeivs, re jewing and carting off her for- # 
mertpoufe * S b r v i l i v s C e p i o, by whofe heloc cfpecially a little before, he 
had impugned Bi bvlvs. After this new contracted aifinitic, hec began (in nuuige the 
CounfeliJ to aske(<j) Pompeivs opinion firft i whereas before, hee was wont 
to begin with Crassvs: notwithrtanding alfo the cuftome was,that the Con¬ 
ful lTiould obferve that order all the yeere following, in asking me Senatours 
fentences, which hebegan with,the firft day of Ianuarie. . 

Being backed therefore bv the favour and affiftanceo. his wives Father <22. 
and * Sonne in Law, out of ail that choice of Provinces hec chofe cfpecially the * ^ 
Gaules, the wealth and commodiue whereof might fit his hand, and mini* 
ftcr matter fufficient of (4)triumphs. And verily at the firft by vertue ofrheLaw 
(t>) V a t i n i a tie tooke vpon him the gouernment of (0 GalliaCisalpisa 
together with Illyricvm. Soone after by the mcanes of the Senate .that al¬ 
fo which was ca led (d) Comata: For, the nobilitie feared, leaft if they haa 
denied him it, the people would have bellowed the fame alfo vpon him. W itli 
joy whereof he grew io naughtie and proud, that he could not hold and temper 
himfelfe, butafter fome fewe daies" make his boaft in a frequent Senate houfe, 
that he had gotten now what he defired in deipix ofhis aduerfarics, and fud iorc 
againft their"wills; and therefore from that time forward, wouid v r) inlulc vpon 
all their heads: whereupon, when one by way of reproach denied mat and

pofed upon them a payment oftribute vccrcly. The Gcrmanes inhabiting be¬ 
yond the Rhcne,hc of all the Romanies firft aflailcd by meanes of a bridge which 
he built over the faid River, and thofc he gricvoufly plagued and gave them ma¬ 
nic ^reat overthrowes. He let upon theBritaincs alfo,a people before time un- 
knowne, w horn hee vanquifhed and compelled both to pay money, and alfo to 
deliver hoftages. In fo many profperous battailcs and fortunate exploits, he ra. 

Red ofadverie fortune thrice onely&no more: once in Bntaine .when hisFlcctc 
had like to have becne loft and call away in a violent rempeft: afecond time in 
Gv*le y w here a Legion of bis was difeomfited and put to flight, ncare unto Gar - 
govtA\ and hft of a'fin the marches of Germdm(,\\hzn T itvkivs and A v r v n- 
cvleivs his Lievtcnants wereforlayed by an ambufnand putto the fword. 

W ithin thecompaffe of which very fame time, hee loft by death, firft, his 2 £

daughter. And in this meane while,the Commonwealth being much troubled 
and aftonied at the murder of C l o d 1 v s,* when the Senate thought good there gufr cblftitic 
fhouid be but one Conful created, namely Cn.Pompeivs, hee dealt with the *' ,rptf 
Tribunes of the Commons (who intended that hee i non d be the Colleague in 'Nephew* 1 
Office with Pompeivs) to propofe this rather unto the People, That they * B y 
Would grant leave unto him in his abfence,w henfoevertheterme ofhis govern¬ 
ment drew toward an end, to fuc for his fecond Confulfhip: becaufe he might 
not be conftrained upon that occafton,and whiles the warre was yet unfinilhed, 
to depart out of his Province. Which whe he had once obtained at their hands, 
reaching now at higher matters,and full of hopes,there was no kind oflargeffe, 
no manner ofdutifuli Office either in publique to the whole Cide, or privately 
unto any perfon that hd omitted and left undone. His F o r v m or ftately Hall he 
began to build with the money raifed of the fpoiles gotten in warres: the very 
plot of ground whereon it fhould ftand, coft him * Mtiliesfepenium and above. * Tkins a 
He pronounced alfo a folemne Sword-fight and Fcaft unto the people,in the ho- h ^rcd mini? 
nour and memorial! ofhis Daughter,a thing that never any man did before him. and'fcT'ls \ 

And to cai;fc an cxpe&adon of thefe (olemnities in the higheft degree, the vi- t,.™ wme’ih, 
ands S: whatfoever pertained unto the feaft,albeit he had agreed with Butchers ^ 
and Vi&ualers for the fame at acertaine price, he provided neverthelefle by his rwJc^f-uly, 

3,1 houfhold-fervants. All the notable and well knowne fword players,when and 4 

wherefoever they fought fo.as upon the miflike and difplcafurc of the beholders 
they were in danger to be killed in the place attheir commaundemcnc.he tookc t:m - 
order and charged they fhould be had away by force and reierved tor hfmfclfe. 

As for new-Fencers and young beginners, hee trained them neither in anv pnb- 
liqueSchoo!c,norundcrprofeffed\l rs : of that Facultie, but at home in private 
houfes, by Gentlemen oiRomt, yea,and Scnatours alfo,fuch as were skilful, in 
their weapon and in feates of Armes/ praying and befeeching them earnefti v(as 
appearethinhis Epiftles unto them) to take the charge of every one feverafy, 
and to have a fpcciall care to inftrudi each one ; and gitie them rules in their excr- 
eifes. The legionarie Souloiours pay in money he doubled for ever. And fo of¬ 
ten as there was plenty of come, hee gave them their allowance of it without 
flint and meafure and other-whi’ehe beftowed upon every one a Have or bond- 
fervant, yea and pofTefftons by the poll

Moreover there 
was not a man fued in Court judicially and in danger of the Law ; there was not 
aiy deepely engaged and endebted unto their Creditors; there were no prodi. 
gall young fpenckhrifrs,buthe wasthcironcly fiipperter, and moll readie atall 
. cs ro hc ?P c them : unlcff e they were thole that either had committed fuch 
grievous crimes, or were fo low brought,or had been fo exceffiuc in riot-as that 
they could not poflibly be relieved by him . For fuch as thefe , hee would fay in 
plame termes and openly, there »w r.o other rtmedie but ctv:Urcarre. 3 ' 

28 , N 0 carcfull and ftudious was he to allure unto him the hearts of Kings: 

>xa and whole ^ovmccs throughout the world.* unto fome,oifenne in free gift 

the delivene of Captives and pnfoners by thoufands at a time: unto o thers,fen¬ 
ding aide ecrctly and under-hand without authorise or ccmmilfion of Senate 
and people, whether and as often as they would: and more than this, adorning 
With goodly building and excellent peeces ofwork the mightieft Cities of 'Itote 
Gdule, Spume $ ea, and of Jfia 2nd Greece. This he didfo long, until 1 all men now 
AVr !^ C *j C fiTj thereat: and when they call with themfeives whereto this might 

A.V.C 703 . tend, at laft M. C l avdi v s M a r c h l l v s the Conful, after a preface and pre¬ 
amble made:ro his EdicT, namely. That he would fpeakeas touching the mainc 
point of the Common-wcale, propofedunto the Senate, That foras much as 
the warre was now ended,and peace abroad eftabiiftted,there might be one fent 
to Aucceede him, before his time was fully expired; alfo, That the victorious

that n ct ofthc peoplc(by vertuc whereof it was graunted that he might becho- 
len Conful in his abfenec.) Now it had fallen out fo, that hee making a Law as 
touching the right ofMagiftrates, in that Chapter and branch thereof, wherein 
he Gi.ab.cd thofe w ho were abfent for being capable of honours and dignities 
forgat to except C,xsar: and foone aftcr,when the laid Law was once engrof- 
fed and engraven in brafTe,&fo laid up in the Treafurie, corrected hiserror and 
overlight .Neither was aM ar c b l l v s content to deprive C je s a r of his Pro¬ 
vinces, and to put him by the priviledge of a former Act paffed in efpeciall fa¬ 
vour of him, but he made a motion moreover, that thofe inhabitants, whom by 
the Law FattmaC £ s ar had planted in thcColonie of Novocomum ,fhouldleefc 
the freedome winch they had,as Citizens of Rome: For thatthis prerogative of 
thwrs nad been graunted by ambitious mcancs,and be . cud that prefeript num¬

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C £ s a x highly difplcafcd and troubled at thefeproccedings,and judgingit, 

(as he was heard by report many times to give out) an harder matter for him a 2 9 

principail man of the Citic, to be depolcd and thruft downc ftom the high- 
eft and firft place of degree into the fecond,than from the fccond into the low¬ 
ed and laft of all) witbftood him with all his might apd power, partly by the 
dppoficion and negatiue voice of the Tribunes, and in part bySEaviusSuL- 
f 1 t 1 h s the other Conful]. Alfo in the ycare following when C. Marcu- A.V.C**; 
1 u s who fuccecdcd his coufen G e r m a i n by the fathers fide M a x c u s , in 
the ccfulfhip.aflaied to bring the fameabout^he bribed & made furevnto him, 
with a migheie fumme of mony, Ahmuiu* Paut.u s, companion withtim 
in cffice,andC.C uki o a moft violent Tribune, to fticke unto him, & defend 
his honor. But feeing all things carried frill againft him more obftinately than 
beforc,&the new Confuls elcctrake the contrarie fide & bent another way, he 
wroteunto theSenare,and by his letters humbly befought them, not to fuffer 
thebenefit granted unto him by the people to be taken from him: or if they 
Myctto giuc order that other Generals like wife as well as hee, might leave 
their Armies:prefuming confidently,as mcnihinkc,vpon this,himfclfcfhou!d 
be able wlicfccuer he plcafcd to affemble together hisYouIdiers more eafilv the 
P o m p e 111 sto levy new. But with his aduerfaries he wold hauc treated by Way 
of Capitulation in thelc termes,that after he had difehargedar.d fent aw'ay 8. 
Lcgions,and giuen over the prouir.ee of Ga*!e beyond the Alpcs,hc might be 
allowed elegies with thcprouinccon this fide the Alpesror if not fo,yct atlcaft 
-wife one,together with I l l y r i c u M,vntil fuch time as he were created cofiil. 
ButpercCiuiag that the Senate came not betweene nor interpofed their au¬ 
thorise to flop the courfc intended againft him,& his aduerfaries denied flatly 
to admit all manner of capitulating & compofition concerning the comraon- 
wcalth^he paffed into the hither part o {GauU&l havLng kept the Affixes there 
and executed his provinciall jurifdiaion ftaved at XVienna, with fnllrcfolution 
to be reuenged by open wane,in cafe there had paffed fro the Scnat,any lbarp 
and crueildecrccjtouching the Tribunes of the Commons oppofing thefeJuw 
in his behalfc, 5 c quarrcll: And verily this w'as the colour and occafion which 
he pretended of ciuifl warre : yet men thmke there were fome other caulcs & 
mcciucs thereto. Cn. P o m p e i u s was wont to giuc out that for as much as 
C £ s a a was nor able ofhimfclfcand with hisowne priuate wealth, either to 
confumraatc and finifh thofe ftately workes & edifices which he had bcgun,or 
to fatisfic the expectation of the people which he had raifed& wrought of his 
comming, therefore he intended to trouble the ftatc and ferallonagarboylc. 

Others fay, that he feared leaft he finould becompclled to giuc an accoumpr of 
thofe things which in his firft Confulfnip he had done agaieftthe facrcdAu- 
fpices,thc lawes, and prohibitions of the 1 ribuncs (in the name of the people) 
confidering thatM. Cato had threatned and profcfTed efrioones,&: not with¬ 
out an oath,thatno fooncr fhould he and his armie be partcd,but he would ju¬ 
dicially call his name in queftion& bring him tohisanfwerc : Alfo for that it 
was common! v fpoken abroad that if hereturned ones in qualitie ofa priuate 
perlon,he fhould after the example ofMne plead before the iudges, with a 
guard ofarmed men about the Court and Tribunal!. And this feemeth to bee 
wore probable by that which A siniusPollio writeth,who reportctb,ihat 
in the battaile 01 Pharfalia.whe he beheld his aduerfaries before his facc,fiainc 
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and put to flight,hc vttered this fpcech word for word. Lot, this was their mm dotxet thi* 
Westldtheyneedet 64##,And ICaxus Cl asar afterfommj worths* exploiter Atcbieted 
fhssdd hone heme 4 condemned trusts Js&d I met crowed he Ipe of mute arstoif. Some are of opinion, 
that beingfo long inured & acquainted with foueraigne command, & weighing hit 
ownepumance & the power ofhis enemiet jn ballace one againft die other, toot the 
occafion 5 t opportunities.ufuroethat abfolutc dominion,which in the uerieprime of 
Eis years he alpired untojand ofthis mind,it feemeth C1 c 1 r o was,who in his 3 .book 
of duties writeth,that C1 a s a Rhad alwaies in his mouth, thefc vcrfcsofE u & z p z n it

When ward therefore wa* brought unto him, that the Tribunes inhibit^ 

, , v 3 1 on & negatiue roice was put down, and themfdues departed out of the Citie: 

* 7%h hauing immediatlyfent before ccrtainc Cohorts priuily,becaufe no fufpition 
might arife,hc dilfimuled the matter,& was prefent in perfon to behold a pub* 
- like Game,viewed^nd confidercd the plot forme according to which he wa* 
aboucto build a Schooleoffwordfencers,and according to hisuluall manner 
gauc hitnfclfe to feaft Si banquet often. After this prefendy vpon the Sun-fcc- 
cingfnc tookc vp ccrtainc -Males from the next Bakcrsmil-houlcjfe: the in their 
gcircs to his wagon, and as clofely as poflibly he could with a fmail rctinewc 
and companie about him put hitnfclfe in his Iournic; and when by reafon that 
the lights were gone outvie had loft his way,after he had wandred a longtime, 
at the length meeting with a guide by that time it was day, he palled on footc 
through moll narrow erode Taaes and by-pathes untill he recov ered the right 
way againc.Now when he had ones ouertaken his Cohorts, at the riuer Rabi- 
c*n t which was theutmoft bound ofhis province,he refted Sc ftoode ftill a little 
while-the calling in his mind^iow great an enterprife he went m hand with Jie 
turned vnto them that were next unto him and faid. As yet my maifters wee 
may well returnebackej but paflcwconceouer thislittlcbridgc,thcrc will be 
no dealing but by force of arracs and dint of fword. 

As he thu s ftaied, and flood doubtfoll what to doc,a flrang fight he chanced to fee in 
this manner. All of a fuddaine their appeared vnto him a certaine man ofan extraordi¬ 
nary ftaturc 5 c fhape withall,fitting hardby,& piping with a rccd.Now when befidf 
the fhepheards 5 c herdmen many foldiours alfo from their (landing wards ran for to 
hcare him, 5 c among them thcTrumpcttcrslikevvifc,hc caught from on of the a Trum 
pet,leapt forth to the riuer, & begining withamighdcblaftto found thebattaile,kcpt 
on his pace to the very banckc, on the otherfide. Then Ce asar, Let vs march oa 
quoth he & goe whither the tokes ofthe Gods 5 c the iniurious dealings of our enemies 
call vs. The dice be dhrowne.-Ihauefetvpmyrcfl. Come what will of it. 

And thus hauing conucy ed his armie ouer the riuer 3 hc ioyned with the Tribunes of 
the commons,who vpo their expulfion out of the Gtic were come vnto him, 5c inafiii 
3 ® & frequet atleblie,with bedding tcares &retinghis garmet down thebrefl,befought

He fcized into his hands and 
held P1 c h n u m, V m b r 1 a,& H e t r u r 1 a 4 L.D omitiv s,who in a fadious tu¬ 
mult was nominated to be his fuccc(Tor,&:keptC orfinivm with a garifon,he 
fubdued Sc forced to yeeid: and when he had difmifled him, hec marched along 
thecoaft of the Adriatick * fea, to Brandts, whether the Confuls &Pompeivs* - n Vtm 

were (led, intending with ail fpecd to erode the narrow Seas: whofe pafiage af* **»-guke. ** 
ter he had affaied by all manner of lets to hinder 6c (lop (but in vainc) he turned 
his journey and took the way dirediy to Rente .And when he had curteonfly mo¬ 
ved the Senatours to give him meeting in die Senate houfc.there to treat & con- r Tcr 

fult as touching the State of the Common-wealc, he fet upon the mod puiftanc 
forces ofP ompeivs. which were in Spaine under the condud of three Lieute¬ 
nants, M. P e t r b 1 v s L. A f f r a s 1 v s & M. V a r r o: having given out before 
among his friends and openly profeflcd,that he was going to an Armie without 
a (a) Captaine; and would rcturne from thence to a (b) Captaine without an Ar¬ 
mie. And albeit the befieging of Mufsilta ,which Citie in his journey forw r ard,had 
fhut the gates againft him,& exceeding fcarcity ofcorn &viduals was feme im¬ 
peachment Sc (fay unto him,vet within a fhort time he overcame & (ubdued all. 

From hence having returned to the City(of i?«wc)againc,& palled over into 
Macedoine, after he had held Pompeivs befieged for the fpace wcl-nearc of 4. 
moneths,& that within moft mighty trenches & ftrong rampiers, he difoomfi- A.V.G70*, 
ted at the lad in the Pharfaltan battel Sc put him to flight: and following him hot¬ 
ly il chafe as he fled to Alexandria, fo (oone as heunderftood that he was flaine, 
and perceived likewife that King Ptolom.evs laid wait for his owne perfon 
alfo .hc warred upon him:which,to (ay a truth,was a moft difficult Sc dangerous 
peece of worke,by reafon that he managed it, neither in place indifferent, nor 
time convenient,but in the very Winter feaibn , and within the walls ofa moft 
wealthy & politick encmie,bcing himfeife in diftreffe & want of all things, and 
unprovidedbefides to fight.Havingatchicved the victory 3 hc graunted the king- a V C 707 
dome of JEgypt unto CleofatraSc her younger brother/earing to reduce it 
into the forme of a Province, lead at any time, beeing governed under fome L, 

Prcfident of a more ftirring fpirit Sc violent nature than o:hers,it might give oc¬ 
cafion & yeeid matter of rebellion. From Alexandria he went over into Syria, Si 
fo from thence into Pantus, upon the urgent newes as touching Pharnaces; 

Whom, notwithftandinghe was the fonne of that great M ithridates,& ta¬ 
king the opportumde of the troubles 5c civill warre among the Romanes 3 made 
v/arre,yca.and now bare himfeife prefumptuousand overbold for his manifold 
victories Sc great fucceffe,yet within 5 dayes after his arrivall thither,&4-houres 
after he came into fight ofthe enemic, he vanquifhed and fubdued in one onely 
batraile: eft foones &: oftentimes recounting the felicity of P o m p s i v s, whole ?ot 

hap it was,to win his principallname for warfare, of fo cowardly a kindc of cnc- A.V.cJoV 
mies. Afterthis.hcdefeited S c 1 r 1 o andlvs a, repairing the reliques of that 
fide in Africk, and the children of P o m p e i v s in Spaine. 

In all the civill warres, heefuftained no iofle or overthrow butbv his owne 3^ 
Lieutenants: of whom,C.C v a 1 o was fiainc in ^iffrick : G. A ntonivj ycel- 
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dcd himfelfe into the hands of his enemies in Illjricum :P.DoLA#iiLAinthe 
Umc lUjricum loft his flcctc,andC n.Douitivs hisarmiein Pentus. Himfelfe 
fought bis battailcs alwaics moft fortunatly,and never was fo much as in any ha¬ 
zard, have only twice: once before Dymehium ,where being difeomfited and put 
to flightjwhcn he faw that Pompiivs followed not on in chafe, he faid of him, 
ThAt hee knew not how to ufe a vied one. A fccond time, in Spain* , at the laft battaile 
that ever he fought, what time, being in great dcfpairc, hec was of mind even to 
have killed himfelfe.

Whenhcw'as entred into the Ciuill wane, the Centurions of euerieLe- 
gion prefented vnto him one horfeman apeecc 3 pro vided out of their owne 
fa) priuatc flockejand generally ali his foldiers offred their fcruicc free! v 3 with 
cut allowance of come or wages out of his purfe: confidenng that the wel- 
thier fort had taken uppon them the finding and maintenance of the poorer: 

Neither all chat long time of foldcrie, was their any of them that once revol¬ 
ted from himjand verie many being taken prifoncrsfby the enemics)& hauing 
life granted vnto them upon codition,they would ferve as foldiers againft him, 
rcfuled it. Hunger and other extremities which neccflarily follow warre, not 
oncly whilft they w*erebcfeeged, but alfo whenthemfclucs beleagured others; 
they induredforefolutely, that during their ftrongfiedge and fortification a- 
gainft Dyrrachium, Pompey, when he faw w'hat kindeof bread made of 2 
certaine (^)Herbc they liued upon, fa*d, He had to deale with wild beasts, com¬ 
manding withail, the fame quickly to be had aw r ay,and not fnewed to any one: 

F or feare, leaft his owne foldiers hearts fnould be utterly daunted, feeing once 
the patience and conftancic oftheir enemies. And how valiantly they bare 
themfeiucs in fight, this on thing may teftifie that hauing taken one foyfe in a 
battaile before Pyrrachiunty they volutarily offered to be 'r) executed therforc; 
in fo much as tbeir Generali was more troubled about comforting then puni- 
fhingthe. In all other battailes,they few'erin number by many parts,cafily van- 
quifhcd,infinit forces of their cnemies.To conc!udc,one (^cohort & no more 
of the 6.

Yea the very Statues of L.S vlla&Pompeivs which the comons had oMcr- 
thrown Sc caft up &down,he ere&ed again in their due places And ifafter this, 
there was any plot intended or word fpoken againft him by his aduerlaries to 
liis hvrt,he chofe rather to reprefTc than to revenge the fame. And fo 
diuerie confpiraccs detcacd ar.d nigh: coouenticles ; hee found fault 
with no farther then thus, by gluing notice in fome cdi<ffc and proclamation. 
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Thar he had inre ligcncc rherof. And as for luch as gauc out bitter fpccchcs of 
him, he thought it fuificient in an open afTcmblicto give thcraan Adraoni- 
ti an, not to perfift thcrcin.Finally, when in a moft flauiiderovs booke written

when others, to wit, the (a) Father,and fonne togetherintreated for their 
lives; he commanded them either to caftlots or trie bycombate whether of 
them fhould have life granted 5 and fo beheld them both as they dyed,whileft 
the father who offred himfelfe to die was flaine, and the fonne voluntarily 
take his death - Whcreuppon the reft,& amongft them M Favonio* 
that worthie follower of Cato, when they were brought forth with their 
yrons and chayncs to execution, *aftcr they had in honorable termes faluted 
-jeSovc-jini A n t o n i u s by the name of * Emperour, openly reviled and let flie at him 
comnuaicr molt foule and rayling words.Haising parted bctweenc them their charges & 
offices after this vi&orie,whc Antoni u s undercook to fettle the "Eajl in good 
order,and himfelfe to bring the olde Soldiers backe into placethem 

therein the lands & teritorics belonging to the free tonnes and Burowghes, he 
kept himfelfe in favour ncirhcr with the faid old fo]diers,northeformerpofie£ 
forsofrhofc lands: whileft the one fort complained, that they were diffeized: 
and the other,that they were not well entreated according to their hope, for 
fo good defertc. 

At which verictime,he forced L. An t o n 1 u s(who confidently prefuming 
A.v.c. 713. u P on the Confulfhip which he then bare. Sc his brothers power withall, went 
about to make an infurredion and alteration in the ftatc) to flic unto P s r v - 
si a , and there for verie hunger compelled himtoyccld- butyet not without 
great jeopardie of his owne perfon, both before and afterthe warre: for whe 
at a cercainc folemne fight offtage plaies;hchad commanded an ordinarieand 
comon foldier who was fet within the ( 4 )i 4 .ranks,to be raifed by an of£cer,&:

. for the fpace of tenne yeercs ; Wherein verily, h«c ftoode againft his col- Zbu&pc- 
leagues proceedings for a good while. That there might benoproferiptien . CCBCC ° r «. 
but when it was once on foote, hee executed it more fharply than they 60th. 

For, whereas they were exorable and v/ould bee oftentimes intreated by fa¬ 
vour and prayer, to refped the perfons of many ; hee alone was very carneft, 
that none might bee fpared: among the reft, hce proferibed C. To rani vs 
alfo, his ownc Tutour and guardian, yeaand thccompanion in the Officeof 
iEdilefhip with his father Octavivs . IvniysSatvrninvs writeth 
moreover, that after the proferiprion was ended, when M. L s p i d v s had in 
the Senate-houfeexcufed alhhat wasp aft and given good hope ofclemcncie 
for the time to come, becaufe there had bccnc execution enough done alrea¬ 
dy : he on the contrarie fide profefled openly, That hee had determined no o- 
thcr end ofthe faidc proferiprion, but that hcc might have liberty ftill to pro- 
cecde in all things as he would . Howbcit, in teftimonic of rcpenrancc for 
this rigour and obftinacie of his, hce honoured aftcrw ard with the digniiie of 
Knighthood *T. IvnivsPhilop^mbn, for that hcc was reputed to have 
in times paft hid his ownc Patron, that was proferibed . In the fame Trium- 
virate, hcc incurred many waics the ill will and heart-burning ofthe people: 
for he commaunded that P 1 n a r 1 v s a Gentleman of Rome , (what time as he 
himfclfe made a publike fpecchinan affembly whercunto hec had admitted a 
multitude of Paganes, that is to fay, fuchaswereno fouldiours, and efpied 
him there to take notes of fomething that he delivered before the fouldiours, 
fuppofmg himto beoverbufieandafpie,) fhouldbe ftabbed to death cvenia 
his fight : yea, and hee terrified Tbdits Apex, ConfuII elect, (becaufe hee 
had malicioufly in fomefpitefulltermes depraved fomething that he had done; 
withfo great menaces, that in a melancholy hee caft himfclfe headlong and 
brake his owne nccke. Likewife, asQ^GALiivs the Pretour held under his 
robeapaireofduple writing tables, when hce came of courfeto doc his duty 
and falute him; he fufpeding, that he had a (ftiort) fword hidden underneath, 
andnotdaringftraight-waiestofearchhira farther, for feare fomething elfc 
thanaftvorde fhould bee found about him; within a little while after cau- 
fed him to be haled out ofthe Tribunal! feate ofludgemcnt, by the handes 
ofcertainc Centurions of Souldiours, and put to torture like a bondflavc; yea 
St feeing he would confcfTc nothing, commanded him to be killed, having fail 
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with his owne hands plucked his cies out of his head. Howbeit Avcvitvs 
wriceth, that the faid G a l h v s by pretending to parle fecretly with him,laid 
waitc for his life; whereupon hce committed him to prifon, and afterwards 
difmiflTed and enlarged him onely to dwell in Rom:: and that in the end hec pc- 
rifhed either by fhipwracke, orcifcby the hands of theeves who forlayed 
A.V.C7J* him. Hec received and held the Tribunate in perpetuity . Therein, once or

out fo, as iuftly he made his boaft, that where he found it built of bricke, hee 
left ic all of marble. Andforthefafety thercreof, hee performed as much for 
future poftcrity as could be fore-feene and provided for bvmans wit and rea¬ 
fon. 


Publike works he built very many whereof the cffiiefc and principal was his 
Fcrum or (lately Halloflujiice^ together with the temple ofM a r s the Revenger : 
Thetempleof Ar ot 10inPahtmus^ Theteple Itkewift ^Iufiter theThunde- 
rer(\n the Capitol.Thc reafon why hebuiltthe faid Foru , was the muldtude of 
men & their iiiites: which becaufc,^) ij.would not fufficc,feemed to have need 
of a third alfo. And rherforc with great fpeed creded it was for that publike ufe, 
even before the temple of M a r s was finifhed. And exprrily provided it was

Iudp (or mner) by it felfe The temple of M irs bee had vowed onto him 
in the Philippian warm which hee tookc in hand for the revenge of Ms fathers 
death He ordained therefore by an Ad, that hccrc the Senate fnould be con- 
ftlted withes touching warres & tr:umphs:tf at from hence thofe Pretour, o- 
Govemours who were to goeinto their provinces ihonld be honorably atten¬ 
ded & brought onward on their way: and that hither they ihould brin/the cn, 
fignes and ornaments oftriumph,who re.turned with vifiorie. The tcmcleof 
JpelUhc reared in that part of th c PaUtin, heufi , which being f.nittcn with 
lightning was by that Goi required, asthe Soothfaycis out of their learning 
had pronounced: hereto was adioyned a gailerie, w'iih ahbrarie ofLatine 
Grecke bookes.

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L*p i d v s was once dead, which he never could findc in his heart to take from 
him whiles he lived: what bookes foever ofprophcfies & deftinies went com¬ 
monly abroad in Grcekc and Latine, cither without authors, or fuch as were 
not authenticall and oferedite, he caufed to be called in from all places, to the 
number of 2000 & aboue: and when he had burnt thern,hercteined thofe only 
of Stbyls prophefies. And even oftholealfo he made lomc fpccial choice : and 
bellowed them dofc in two litlc Desks or coffers under the bafe Sc piedlloole 
of Apollo Palatinvs. The yceres revolution reduced as it was into or¬ 
der by I v l 1 v s offacred mcmory,but afterwards through negligence troubled 
andconfufed, he brought againe to theformcrcalculation . In the difpofe 
whereof, he called the moneth Sextilis (rather than September wherin he was 
borne.) by his ownc name, becaufe in it there befell unto him both his firft 
Confulthip & alfo notable vi&orics. Of all the Religious & priefts.but cfpcci- 
ally of the vcftall virgins he augmented the number, the dignity and the com¬ 
modities alfo. And whereas in the rowmeofany veftall Nundcccafed, there 
mufl another of ncceflity bechofcn&tak€,hc perceiving many to makefuite 
that they might not put their daughters to the lottery; procefted and bound it 
with an oath ,that if any one of his owne Nieces or daughters daughters 
were ofeompetent age he would prefent her to the place. Divers auncient ce¬ 
remonies alfo which by little & little were difuled and abolished, he rcftcred a- 
gain c, as namely the (4) Au ^ une of S a l v s , the FUminJbtp ofIvpiTER, the 
Jacred Lupercal, thc(£) Sdcular playes and theCempitaUtij. At the Luperall So¬ 
lemnities,he commanded that no bcardlcffc boyes fhould runne. Likewifc, ac 
the Secular playes, he forbad young folkc of both fexes, to frequent any Ihew 
exhibited by night; unlcffe it were in the company of fomc auncient perfon of 
their kindred. The TutcLrc Images ofcroffc-waycs called Lares CowpiuUs he 
was the firft that ordained to adomc twice in the yecrc with flow r crs of the 
fpring & fommer fcafos.Theprincipalhonournextuntothe immr'rtall gc us, 
he performed to the memoriall of thofe worthy Captaines, who had ra.fed 
the Romaine onpire fromalmall thingtofo high and glorious a ftatc . And 
therefore both the works & monuments ofevery of them he repaired made 
againe,referring their titles and infcriptionsllill; and all their Statues alfo in 
triumphant forme and fnape he dedicated in both the Porches or galleries of 
his Hill of lull ice. And in a pubiick cdi& he profefled thus much, That he dc- 
vifed it to this end, That both htmjelfe whiles he Itvedyond theVrincesor Fmperours 
his facejjcrsfor the ages to come, might he called upon and urged by theirjubiccls and 
fomemde '’* Clt ^ em tc con for me thtmfelnes as it nere to their pat Iron and example. The Statue 
likewife of P o m p e 1 v *, tranilated out cf the Court wherein C. C & s a k was 
SScd U i Ch u n or mur ^ crcc ^ he placed over againft the princely Pallacc of hi $ Theater under an 
Thrcugh-fiir!

cdi( 5 fs& provifoes kept many flaves from all manner offrccdome,but more a 
great deal fro ful freedom in thebeft coditiomas having prccifcly &with much 
curiofiric put in caveats both for the nuber & alfo for the condition &: refpedt 
otherwife of thofc that were to be made free: he added thus much moreover.

And with no leffe gravitie and refo!ution,when uppon his propofino& oubii- 
fh.n g o. a «r,gu-.e,nefound that many in the meane time were manumifed 
and mfertea into the nurneetr of Citizens,he reiecled fuch,and faid^eXuld 
not r..eueany,unto w..om he had madenopromife: and to all the reft hce 
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gavelcffe than hcpromifcd* that thcfummc which he had appointed, might 
hould outand befufficient. When upon a time, there was great barrainnefle 
and fcarcitieofcorne, being put to an hard exigent and to fccke a difficultrc- 
medie, in fo much as he was driven to expeli out of the Citticjall the fort of 
young flaves pampered aud trimmed up for file, as alfo whole fcholes Sc com* 
panics of Novice-fencers and fword players: all frrangers and forainers, ex¬ 
cept Phyfitians and fcholemaiflcrs: yea and feme of the ordinarie houfhold 
feruants: fo foonc as the market began to mend, and victuals grew plentiful!, 
he writeth, That it taoke him in the head to ahoitfb thofepub like deles of Come for 
eucr : becaufc upon the truf And confidence ofthen, tillage was cleane laid devrne. 
Howbrit he continued not in that mind long, as being afiured, that the lame 
deles might be fet up againc one time or other by the ambitious humour (of 
Princes his fuccelfars.) And therefore after this he ordred the matter fo indiffc- 
rentIv,asthathelndnolcfle regard of thcCittiesfcrmoursof tillage,& other 
undertakers and puruciours of the publike come, than of the people and 
commons of the Cittie. 

43 In number,varietie,and magnificence of folemnefbewcs exhibited unto the 

people he went beyond all men . Hee reporteth of himfelfe that he fet foorth 
*Q*Atn* plaics and games in his ow’nc name foure and twcntic times; and for other 
niagifirates who cither were abfent or not fufficienc to bearc thechargcs,three 
and twentic times Diucrs times,he exhibited plaics by cverie ftreetc,and tht)fe 
uppon roanyftages, andadtedby plaicrs skilful! in all languages not in the 
Commemforttm oncIy,nor in the ordinarie Amphitheater, butaifointhe cir¬ 
que. In the endofurc called Septs , he never reprcfcated anyfportcs'but the 
baiting and courfingof wildbeafts and the fhcwesofchampions-fightjha- 
ving built woodden fcaffolds and ftatesfor thenonccin CMars fidd.lnlike 
manner, hemadethcfhewof aNavallbattailcabout the River Tiberit, having 
digged of purpofe a fpacious hollow pit within the ground,even there where¬ 
as now is to be fecne the grove of the C x s a r s. On which dayes he bellowed 
warders in diverfc places of the cidc,for fcare it might beendagered by fturdie 
theeues and robbcrs,taking their vantage,thatfo few remained at home in their 
houfes. In the Cirque he brought forth to doc their dcuour. C harieterS) Rum 
ners , and killers of lavage beads: othenvhilcsout of the nobleft young gen¬ 
tlemen ofallthe Cittie. As for the warlike Riding or Turn ament called 7 reie, 
he exhibited it oftcnefl of all other, 1 .naking choyfe of boyes to performe igas 
*vdlbiggcrasfmalIer:fuppofingitainattcr ofantiquitica dcccntand hono¬ 
rable mancr bendcsjthatthetowardly difpofirion and proofc of noble bloud 
fhouldthusbefceneandknowne. In thisfolemnitieand fport, he rewarded, 
C* N r o n i v s A s p r e n a s * weakened by a fall from his horfe, with a wreath 
♦OrlancA ’ or chainc of gold, and permitted both himfelfe and alfb his poftcritie to 
bearethefurname of Tor qjvatv s* But afterwards he gave over the repre¬ 
sentation of fuchpaRimes, by occafion that As ini vs Pouio the Ora- 
tour,made a grievous and invidious complaint iruhe Senate houle, of the 
fall that jEsexninvs his nephew tooke, who likewife had thereby broken 
hislcgge.

And yet otherwhiles he made exchange of fuch Provinces: and c.f both forts* 
hce oftentimes vifited many in perfon. Certaine Cities, confederate andin 
leagucwith Rome ^ faowbeit by over-much libcrtic running headlong to mi£ 
chicfeanddcftrudion, hee deprived of their liberties. Others againe, cither 
deepeiy in debt he cafed, or fubverted by earth q ual<e he reedified, or able to ai* 
ledge their merits and good turncs done to the people of Rome heeendow'cd 
with the franchifes of Latium ; or elfe with freedome of Rome . There is not, I 
fuppclc,aProvincc, (cxcep tJjfrick onely and Sardinia') but hee went untoic. 

Into thefe Provinces after he had chaccd SextusPomiuius thither, he pre¬ 
pared to fails out of Sicilte and to croffc the Seas: but continual! ftormesand 
extreametempefts cheeked him: neither had hce good occafion or fuificicnr 
caufe afterwards to pafic ever unto them.

AH thofe kingdomes which he wan by conqueft and force of armes, unlcfic 
fomc/cwe, hee either reftored unto thofe Princes from whom hee had taken 
them, or elfe made them overtoothcr. KK.mcrc Aliens, Princes, his AfToci- 
ates heeconioyncd alfo together among themfeives by muruail bonds of alli¬ 
ance, as being a inoft ready procurer and maintainer of affinity and amity of 
ever}' one: neither had he other regard of them all in gencrail than oftheyery 
naturall members and parts ofhis owne Empire.

Fromthencc,hcwentdire^h r tohisbed: Where hee dept *^ admm ** 
atthemoftnotabovefeavenboures: and thofe verily not together but fo, as 
m tliatlpaceoi ume hee would awake three or foure times: and if hee could 
cot recover his fieepe thus broken and interrupted (as it happened other- 
whiksHhec would fend for fome to readc or * teU tales • and by their meanes * Or»ho\i 
catenatleepc agame, and draw’efhe fame out often after day-breake Hei- 
diet would he ever lie awake without one fitting by bis beds fide. Much offen¬ 
ded hee was with want of fleepe (or waking) early in a morning: and if hee 
Were to bee awakened fooner than ordinarie, cither about fome worldly afc 
faires of his friends, or fervice of the Gods, becaufc hee would not prejudice 
thereby his owne good or health; hcc ufed to ftay in fome of his familiar 
fticnds upper roomes and loft, next to the place where his occafions lav. 

And even fo, many a time for want of llecpe 3 both as he was caried through the 
ltreetes, and alfo when hisii&erwasfetdownc, hcc would betweene whiles 
take a nap and make fome ftay.

Hee was of an excellent prefence and perfonage, and the fame through-*

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out all the degrees of his age mod lovely and amiabics negligent though hcc 
were in all manner of pikcdRefic, for combing and trimming of his head fa 
carelcflc, as that he would ufe at once many Barbers fuch as came next hand, 
it skilled not whom: and one while hcc clipped, another while hcc (haved his 
beard >and yctat the very fame time, he citherread , orelle wrote fomewhat.

< ; oulcl noc fuch ; as being the very mockeries of natures work, and 
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Eloquence,and other hbcrall profefiions he exercifed from his very child¬ 
hood right willingly, and therein tookc exceeding great paines. During the 
war re Marina, noewithftanding that huge he ape of affaires and occurrcms, 
(by report) he read, he wrote, hec declaimed every day, For afterwards, nei¬ 
ther in the Senate-houfc, nor before the people, nc yet to his fouldiours made 
he ever fpeccb, but it was premeditate andcorapofed before: albeit hec wan¬ 
ted not the gift to fpeakeot afodainc and extempore,. Now,for fcare lcaft 
his memoric at any time fhould faile him, lead alfo he might (pend toojnuch* 
time in learning by rote, hec began to reade and rchcarfc all out of his written 
copic. His very (pccchcs alfo with foike by themfclves, even with Livi a his 
wile about any grave and ferious matters were never feut penned an<f put 
downe in writing ? out of which hec would rchcarfc the (amc, that bee might 
not fpeakc otherwife ex\mpore or lefle than was meete. His pronunciation 
and utterance was fweccc, carying W'ithita peculiarand proper found of his 
o wne; and continually he ufed the hclpe of a fbonafeus to moderate his voice/, 
but fometimes when his throatc was * weakened, he dclivcrcdhis orations to 
the people, by the mouth ofa Crier. 

Many compofitions he made in profc, of fundry arguments. Of which he 
Would reade ibmc in a meeting of his familiars, as it were in an Auditoric* as 
namely a Reioindcr, called unto Be ut u s, againft *C a to. Which 

volumes, when for rhe moft part, hec had rchcarfcd, being now well ftricken 
in yccrcs and growing wcaric, hec made over to T i b e r i u s for to be reade 
through. In like manner hec wrote c er tain e Exhortations unto Philofophtej 
and fomewhat of his ownc life i which hec declared in * thirtie bookes, even 
unto the Cantabrian warre, and no farther. Asfor Poetriehce dealt in it het 
fijperficially. One Treatife there is extant written by hirri in Hexametre ver- 
fes, The argument whereof, kSicslse, and fo it is cntitulcd. There is ari'other 
bookealfo, as little as ir, of JEpigrammes: which for the moft part hee fludied 
upon and deviled whiles hee was in the Baines. For, having inagrearandar-* 
dent heat begun a * Tragardic, when he faw hisftiic would not frame thereto 
and fpeede no better, he defaced and wiped it quite out. And when fomc of his 
friends asked him, How \ikx did' he anf.vcred, that his A i a x was * fallen 
upona(<f)Spunge. 

86 The Eloquence that he followed was of an Elegant & temperate kind: 
wherein he avoided unapt and unfit Sentences, as alfo the (linking favours, as 
himfelfc faith , ofdarkcand obleure words: but tookc cfpeciall care howto 
expreffehismindeand meaning moftplaincly and evidently. For the better 
efte&ing whereof, and becaufc hec would not in any place trouble and ftay 
reader or hearer, hee ftucke not either to put Prepofitions unto Verbes, or to. 
iterate Coniun&ions very oft: which bcingtaken away breed fomc obfeurity, 
although they ycclda greater grace. As tor thofe thataffed (4) new-made 
words, fuch aifbasufeoidtermes paftdate, hee loathed and reic&cd alike, as 
faulty, both the forts of them in a contrary kinde. Thofe he: fnooke up divers 
times ,butc(pccially his friend Mxcenm, whofe ( b)Mur*brccheis * cincinnos 
for thefc were his termes he evermore curfeth and taxeth, yea and by way of 
(r) imitation merrily fcoffcth at. Neither fpared he fo much as Tiberius for 
hunting othcrwhtlcs after old words out of i;fc,end luch be obfeure and hardly 

undetfiood* 
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underftood. As forM arcus Antonius, he rateth him as ifhewerefran- 
tick, for writing that which men may rother wonder at, than under fond- And pro¬ 
ceeding to mockc his lewd and unconftant humour in chcofing a kinde ofe- 
loqucnce by himfelfc, he added thus much moreover, x^fmd areym m doubt to 
im/dte CiMBiafd) Annius and Ver anius Flaccus, fo that you wsigbt 
u/o the wordes which Crisp us S a lust 1 us gathered out of * Catois 
gines ? or rather transfer the rolling torque of Afiatick OratoursJuUofvune words , 
ana void of pithy fenteuces into our language and manner offpeecb ? And in a cer- fo oM ” 
tainc Epiftle, praiflng the ready wit of A GRippn*A*his owne niece. But yon***^*™#* 
have neede, quoth hee s to endevour that neither in writing nor in freaking, yam bo Sa^Ic 
trouble fomc and odious. ©other or c*- 

In his daily and ordinary talke certainc phrafes hec had which hee ufed very lguU ~o 
often and fignincantly: as the letters of his ownc band writing doe evidently 
fhew :In which, ever and anon, when hee mean: fomc that would never pay 
their debts He faid 3 They would pay ad* Calcndas Graces . And when he exhor- * Attic Gmfc 
ted men to bearc patiently the prefent ftatc whar ever it was. Let us content our SL cad *-‘ f* 
felves, quoth hee, with this *C ato . To exprefife the fpeedy expedition ofa^Se 1 ^^ 
thingdonc haftily. Quicker, would hefay^than Sparages^ befoddest . Hec 
putteth aifo continually for S tal/mfi Baceclus *: For * Pullus, Palleiaceus: and SkiS"" 
iotCeritus, Facerro/us j and in dccdctoi Malefe habere, fapidefe habere : and for ^ CS Utowumm 
Languere , Bftizare, which commonly,we meane by Lachauizare \ Scmblably, ^ 

ioc,fsmus y fumus ;and ^wi,in rhegenetive cafe fiiigular for nomas. Andncver gwdielriL* 
ufed hee thefe two w ords otherwife, that no man fhould thinke it was afault J** WIth * 
rather than a cuftomc. Thus much alfo have I obferved, cfpecially in his 
mjcripts , That he never cuttcth a word in funder: nor in the end of any ¥ rewes 10 u dcmc * 
transferreth the overplus of letters unto thofe next following, but prefemly 
putteth them downe even there underneath, andcnclofcth them (withina *Rcadjf-crrf. 
compafTe line). 

88 Orthographic, that is to fay,the forme & prccife rule ofwriting fet down *ydJ°^uL a 
by Grammarians, he did not fo much obferve; but feemeth to follow' their o- p 

For,whcre- 
asoftentimes he cither exchangeth or leaveth cleane cut,notlettersonely but *Or forpw«s 
fyllables alfo, that is a common errour among men. Neither W'ouldl note 
thus much, but that it feemech ftrange unto mcc, which fomc have written of *Or sJhZmf.

nant (as one altogether rude and unlearned) because hee had marked in his ' ’ 

hand-writing, ixi, for, ipfi . And iookc how often himfelfc writeth darkly by 
way of ciphring, hec putteth ,b forjt. .c. for.^.and fo forth after the fame 
manner, the letters next following in ftccdeof the former- and for.x. a du¬ 
ple* a. 

Neither verily was hclcflein love with the ftudie ofGreeke literature: For, 
even therein alfo he highly excelled, as having bccnc brought up and taught 
under the profeifed Rhetorician Apollodorus ofPergamus. Whom bccing 
now very aged, himfelfc as yet but young had forth of ifmewith him to o/- 
pollenia. Afterwards,alfo w heri he was wellfurnifhed with variety of eruditi¬ 
on and learning of (4) S?h.eru s; he entred into tamiliar acquaintance, with 
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yet fo, as for ail that he neither could fpeake readily, nor durft compofe any * 
thing. Forifoccafion required ought,he drew itinLarine, and gave itunroa- 
nother for tobetranflated into Grcekc. And s ashe was not altogether unskil- 
ruli in Pocmes,fo he tooke delight even in the (b) olde Comoedie alfo, which 
he exhibited oftentimes to be a&ed in publique folemnities. In reading over 
and perilling Authors of both Languages, hec fought after nothing fomuch 
ashoifomc precepts and examples, fervingto publique or private ufe: and 
thofcjwhcnhc had gathered out of them wordfor word, hec fent either to his 
inward friends and domefticall Scrvitours, or to the Commaunders of armies 
and Govcmoiirs of Provinces: orclfeforthe moftpart to the Magiliratesof 
the Citie, according as any of them needed admonition. Moreover, whole 
bookes he both read from one end to the other unto the Senate, and alfo pub- 
*A*wc!to cm lifted oftentimes to the people by proclamation: as namely, the Orations of 
ofchcexpenfc, Q^c) Metellus touching the propagation and mulriofving of children • 
thofe Ilkcwifc Ot R u TILIU S concerningthe model * and forme of buildings! 
ore rent din?.er thereby the rather to perfwadethem, That ha was not the fir (l that leskt into 
bySkiTcfirc * both thefevuttenMt that their forefather sw old time had even then a care and re¬ 
gard thereof. The fine wits flourifhing it?if* daies he cherifhed by all meanes 
poffib.e, Such as rehearfed before him rhstt Compofitions he gave audience 
*Whkb were onto, courteoufly and with patience: norionclv verfesand hiftories, but * ora- 

tionsalfoan<idia, 0 g u «* Mary, ifanythiHg were written of himfclfe, unlefle 

fc J in open au- ic Wcrc donc w *ft krious gravity and by the beft , hee tooke offence thereat 5 
<fecocc. and gave the Pramours in charge not to fuffer his name to be made vulgar and 

ftalc, in the trivial contentions(of Oratours, Poets, &c) when they were mat¬ 
ched one with another. 

For Religious fcrupuJofity and Superftition, thus by heere-fay hec ftoode 
9 affc&cd. Thunder and Lightning hee was much affraide of: in fo much as al- 
•Orof afea waics and in every place, hec caried about him for a prefervative remedie a * 
odfe,wich a< Scales skinne: yea, and whenfoever he fufpe&ed there would be any extraor- 
ehcckcthT d *narieftorme or temped, he would retire himfelfe into a clofe fccret roome 
%htmng,; under (a) ground, and vaulted above head: Which hee did, becaufe once in 
times paft, he had beene frighted with a flafh oflightning, croifmg him in his 
Journey by night; as we have before related.

At the b art ail e of P h i l i p p 1, albeit hee meant not to ftep out of his pavilion

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Jupiter hard by htm, infl cede of a* Porter : whereuppon foonc after hec a- 
domed the * LAnUrnc of that Temple with a * Ringc oi belles , bpcaufc +c”°brr:e 
fuch commonly do hange at mens* Gates, Byoccafion of a vificn by'* Tor “ fc ^ e 
night, he begged (u) ycarcly uppon a ccrtaineday mony of the people,and+°A?bl'g gcn 
held out his hand * hollow to thofc that brought and offred unto him brafen do:

Certaine foretokens and ominous rignes he obferved as unfallible prefa- $2 

ges, to wit, if in a morning his fhoes were put one wrongc, and namely, 
the left for the right, he held it unluckk : Againe, when hec was to take a- 
ny long journey by land orfea,i fit chanced to mizzle of rainc. hec tooke 
that for a iuckic figne betokening a fpeedie and profperous rcturne. But moo- 
ved he was efpecially with uncouth and fupematurall fights. There happened 
a date tree to fpringforth beeweene the very join&s of the ftones before his 
dorc, which he remooved and tranfplanted in the inward couit of his dome- 
flxcaU* Gcds;taking great care that it might get rcoteandgrow there. Hec 
joiecl fo much that in the Hand Caprea , the boughes of a very old holmetree *wtcrio they 
hanging and drouping now for age down to the ground,became freln againc ftoo<J » 
at his comming thither, that he W'ouldncedcs make an exchang with the State 
of Naples^ and in liev of that Hand geve them ALs ari a. Certaine d ayes alfo 
hee preafely obferved: as for example: hecwould uottake a journey any 
whither, the day after the (a)Knndina: nor begin any ferious matter uppon 
the Hones of aMoneth: Herein verily avoyding and elehewing nought cJc/Dafplmmaa 
as he writeth unto T1 b e r i v s,but the unluckic*ominoufncfIe of the name . n9muM!

Laffly .what the arrsera^eswereoffneb 
revenewes and tributes os were due to the fate and unpaid ? Whereto he an¬ 
nexed alfo a Shcdulc, containing the names of Freed men 
and bond, his receivers, at whofc hands thc 
reckoning might be ex¬ 
acted- 
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and for themfclvcs a * place of fepulturc under the Capitol; and fo forth, in 
proccflc of time obtained 28 Confulates, five Di&atures, Cenfures fcaven. 
Triumphs fixe, and two Ovations. This family being diflinguifhed by fundiy 
fore-names and furnamesboth, in a generalIconfent rcic&cd the fore-name 
ofLucius, afeerthat two of their Image bearing that name were convid, 
the one of robberie, the other of murder. Among fumames it aflumed the 
addition of (b) Nero, which in the Sabine tongue fignificth Strong or 
(lout.

Lawes, went about by violence (forthefatisfadion ofhisfielhly luft) to en¬ 
thral a virginc Free-borne •. and thereby gave occafion to the Commons for 
to fall away and forfakethc Nobles a fccond time. Claudius D r u s u s ha¬ 
ving his owne fiatue ere&cd withaDiademe in a Townc called ( b) Forum 
Appij , attempted with the helpcof his favorites and dependants to hold all i't&- 
lic in his owne hands. C laudius*Pulcher, when as in taking of his, (c) 
Aufptcta before Stalsc, thcfacrcd pullets would not fccde,catifbd them, in con¬ 
tempt of Religion, to be plunged into the SczfThat they might drtnkc feeing I'hej 
wouldmteate: and thereupon ftruckc a battaile at Sea: In which, bccing van¬ 
quished, and commaundcd by the Senate to nominate aDidator, fcorning, as 
it were, aud making but a ieft at the publique danger & calamine of the Sratc, 
named 2 (bale) Sergeant of his owne called ^Glycia. There (land Iikewife 
upon record, the examples ofwomen, and rhofc as divers and contrary . for, 
two C l a 11 d 1 there were of the fame houle . both face * that drew forth the 
fiiip with the facred images of the * Idxan mother of the Gods flicking talf 
and grounded within the * fhelves ofT ibeih, havingbefore made her prai-. 
cr openly, Tbatasficwai a true and pun virgin^ fo the fbtp mi^ht follow her, a,<)A 
notothermfe • as alfo another, who after a strange and new' manner being* 1 a 
woman, was araigned before the peopleof high treafon, for that when her 
Coach wherein fhee rode could hardly pafie forward by reafon of athickc 
throng and preafle of peopie^hc had openly w ifhed ,7 hat her brother P u 1 ch i r 
were olive againe^andmight leefe a fleete the fecond time , to the end there might he 
by that me axes&le[fe multitude at Pome . Moreover, very well knowne it is, that 
all the C l a u d 11, excepting onely that P. C l o d i u s who for expelling C1- 
c e r o out of Rome , fuffred himfclfc to be adopted by 2 * Commoner and one 
younger (d) alfb than himfclfe,w r cre ahvaics opttmaies , the onely maintainers 
or patrons of the dignitie and power of the Pamtians : yea, and in oppofition 
of the Commons fo violent, fiubbornc and felfc-willed that nor one ofthem,

the adycrfcfa&ion and taken part againft Avgvstvs. Being f. y cares oidc 
he praifed his father deceafcd openly from the Ro(lr*. Afterwardes , as hee 
grewc to be a fpringail, he accompanied in the Aciucke tryumph the Chari- \ 
ot of Avo vs tvs, ryding uppon the fteede drawing without the* yoke 
on the left hand, when as M a r c 11 l v s the fonne ofO c t a v i a rode upon to£ 
the other on the right band. Hee was prcfidcntalfo at the Attack G ames 
and plaits yea & the Troian Tnrnamcnt in ihcCtrcean folemnities,wherc he led 
the troupe of the bigger boyes. 

After hee had put on his * virile robe.his whole youth and all the time be- 
/ides of the age next enfuing, even unto the beginning of his Empire hee \ atiy ’ > rtcte * 
palTcd forthemoftpart inthefcaffaires following. He exhibitedone Iworde 
fight performed by fencers to the ourrancc, in mcmoriail of his father: like¬ 
wife another in the honourable remembraancc of his GrandfachcrDRV- 
S V s: and "thoic at fundric times and in diverfe places : the former in the *Or2rcat 
* Fcrttm , o (Rome : the fecond in the Amphitheatre: having brought againc nurkSpbc*; 
into the Lifts, even thofethat were freed before time and difehargedfrom 
that profeffion: whom hee now hired and bound to fight, with the fumme 
of one hundred thowfandfeftcrces. Hee did fet foorth Rage olaves alfo but 
whiles himfclfe wasabfent: all with great magnificence, and alfo at the 
charges of his * mother and * father in Law,* A crupina thedaugh- *™° mT «** 
ter alfo of M. Aokipp*, and neice ioPo.poKivsAit.cn 
a Gentleman of Rente , him I mcane, unto whomcC iciko wrote his 
Epilllc?, hee rookcco wife. And when hee had begotten of her a fonne 
named Drvsvs, albeit lliee fitted him well enough and was befides A.V.C744. 
with Childc againe, enforced hec was to put her away ; and foordiwirh 
to wed I u l 1 a the daughter of A v o v s t v s : not without much griefe and 
heart breake: cpnlideringthat hee both dclircd ft ill the companie ofA. grip, 
pina and alfo miflikedthe conditions and demeanour of Iu l ia, as whom 
he perceived to have hada mindc and fanficunco him whiles fhee was the 
wile of a former husband. Which verily was thought alfo abroade*. But

As forpANNivs C&v io. who together with Var*o Mvk£- 
n a had confpircd againft Avg vstvs, hce arraigned of high treaibn be¬

Tr'MpbMt mounted uppon a Chariot: being the * firft (as fome 
thinkc) that was honoured with Triumphant ornaments, a newe kindc of 
hotlour never graunted to any man before : To beare Magiftracie 
tr.wrphed: hec both beganne betirpes, and alfo ranne through them all in manner 
R>v,c,nf, joyndly without intermiffion, namely his Quatflure,- Pramire and Con-

The next yeerc following,being returned info Gtrmtm,, when heepercei- iVCKt 
ved that the rant* defeature aforefaid hapned through the rafhnefle and neg- 
figencc of the Generali,he did nothing at all without the opinion of his Court 
fcJlofwarre. And whereas hcc had ufed alfo before , toftandupon hisowne 
bothom, and to reft in his felfe-iudgement aionc 5 then, contrary to his man- 
nerheeconferredwith many as touching the menagement ofthc warre.- yea 
and he fhewed more care and precilenefie in every point than his wont was 
aiore-ume. Being abouttopafte over thcRhene, alihis provifionof vi<ftua?s 
ftridly reduced to a cer tame rate and flint, hce would not fend over the water 
before he had confidcred (ftanding upon the very bankc ofthc river) the lode 
of every Waggon, that no cariages might bcc*difcharged orunloaden, but 
fuch as were oy rum allowed and thought neceffary.

Neither ami 
ignorant of this alfo, that fomc have written and reported of Augustus 
How openly and in plaine termes without diffimuling, hce diflikcd his churlilh 
behaviour and harfhneffc of manners fo much , as divers times being in piea- 
fantdifeourfe and mery taike, he would brcakc-of when T1 b s r i u s came in 
place: Howbeit, overcome by his wives in treaty and earneftpraier he refilled 
oot to adopt him; or rather was induced fo to doc, upon an ambitious humor 
and conceitc of his ownc, that leaving fuch a fucceffour, himfclfc might ano¬ 
ther day be more milled and wilhed for againe. Yet cannotl be perfwaded o- 
theewife, but to chinke, that A u o u s t u s a right circumfpcd,confiderate and 
prudent Prince did nothing, cfpcciallyin fo weighty a bufineffe, hand over 
head and without advife: but having duly weighed the vices and vertues of 
T1 b e r 1 u s,eftccmcd his vertues of more worth: and namely feeing that both 
he fware folcmnly in a gencrali aflcmbly of the people, Tbit bee adopted him 
for the {b)good of t be Common-weak* and alfo coramendcth him in cerraine 
Epiftlcs for a moft expert and martiall warriour, yea the oncly Defender and 
Prote&ourof the people of Rome . Out of which, I have thought good to 
quote fome places hecrc and there for example.

Thc death oIAucustus hee divulged not abroad, before that young A- Euc wdL 
grippa was flainc . This Agrippa was killed by a mUitaric* Tribune, fet * Co Wr 
and appointed to guard him, fo foonc as hec had read the writ *, whereby hec *Cr warrant 
v.as commaunded to doc thedeede. Thiswrit, whether A uc ustus left be¬ 
hind him when hee died, thereby to take away all matter that might mioifter 
tumult after his death; or whether L1 v 1 a in the name of A u g u s t u s endi- 
ted it, and that with the privity of T 1 b e r i u s , or without his knowledge, ic 
retfeth doubcfull. Certainc it is, that when the faidc Tribune brought him 
word, that the rhing was difpatched which he had commaunded, he made an- 
fwcrc,77W heg ave no fuch commaundt ment, and added moreover, 7 /4/ he fhould 
anfieere it Before the Senate ’ Declining no doubt theenvieand hard conceit of 
men for the prefent .• for within a while after he buried the matter in filcncc. 

Having nowc affemblcd the Senate by vertuc and authority (a) of his Tri- 2 , 

buncfhip, and begun to make a 4 fpeech unto them by way of* Confoiation: *W h A be* 
all on a fuddaine, as unable to maifter his griefc, he fell into a ficofrighing and ^?^ ne d. 
groaning * Yea he wifhed. That not oncly his voice, but his Wall breath alfo might tilt}* 
fasle him ^2 nd therewith gave the booke unto his fonne D r u s u s to read it out. * 

After this, when the laft will or teftamenc of Augustus was brought in 5 
and none of the witnefTes admitted to come in place, but thofc oncly who 
were ofScnatours degree, the reft ftandir. g without the Cuna&c there acknow¬ 
ledging their hands and fealcs, hec caufcd it to be read and pronounced by his 
freed man. The will began in this manner. For as much as fintfier fortune hath 
bereft me of C a i u s andL u c 1 u s, my formes, IviU that T1 b e r 1 us C x. s a %be 
mine beire,inthe one moity andafixth part . By which very beginning, their f u - *Tbt » 
fpition was augmented w^ho thoughtthus, that feeing he forbarenoc after this 
fort to make his preface, hec ordained Tiberius to be his fucceffour upon or * S£d t *a 
necemty,rather than any iudgement and difcrccion. 
t . Albarhec madenodoubtto enterupon his imperiallgovernment imme- 
ciatly and to menage the fame^andthatby taking unto himaftrong guard of 
houlaiours about his pcrfon,that is to fay rruine force & the very forme of ab- 
lo.ute ru;e& dominion: yet notwichftanding,hc refilled it a long time: & put¬ 
ting on a moft impudent & fbamlefte mind,one while he feemed to rebuke his 
mends that encouraged him thereto, as thofc who knew not pohat a monfir ous 
ena untamed be aft an Empire was ; and otherwhiles with ambiguous anfwcres 
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and crafty dclaics holding the Senate in fufpcnce when they befoughe him to 
take it upon him, yea and humbly debafed thcmielves before his knees • in f 0 
much as fomcofchcm having their patience moved therewith, could endure 
him no longer: and one among the reft in that tumult cried aloude, Let him 
cither dtett at once , or elfegtvc over quite : and another openly to his face up¬ 
braided him in thefc words, Whereas other men be fake in doing and performs 
that which t hey have promt fed , he was fake inpremiftmg that which hee did and per. 
formed . Inthccnd,as ifforioothhe had bccne compelled, and complaining 
withal!, that there was impofedupon his fhouldcrs a miferable and burden- 
fome fervitude, he tookc the Empire upon him: and yet no otherwife, than gi. 
vinghopc, that one day he would refigne it up. His very words are thcfe,r^ 
1 come unto that time , whereinyee may thinke it meete togwefome reft unto mine a- 
ged yeeres. 

j r t The caufe of this holding of& delay that he made,was the feare ofimminent 

dangers on every fide, in fo much as he would often fay, Hce held a Wodfe by the 
earet. F or there was one ofAGRippAEs (laves named Clemens, who had 
levied & gathered together no (mall power, for to revenge his Maifters death: 
and L. Scribonius LiEo,a noble man fccretly complotted fedition and 
rebellion: vea, and a two-fold mutinie of the Souldiours arofe, in Hlyrieum and 
in Germanic. Both the armies called hard upon him for performance of many 
matters extraordinarily •. but above ail, that they might have equall pay with 
the (a )Pretorian fouldiours- Andasfbr the (&) Germanician fouldiours, they 
verily refufed him for their Prince and Soveraigne, as not by them ordained: 
and with all their might and maine urged Girmanicus, who then was their 
General! to take upon him the government of the State,aibcir he withftood& 
denied them ftoutly, Fearing therefore the iftuc and danger of this occurrcnt 
moll of all, he required for himfclfe to have that part Oi the Common-weale in 
charge,which itfhould pleafe the Senate to lay upon him: feeing that no man 
was (ufficient to weld the whole, unlefle he had another or many aftiftams ra¬ 
ther ioyned with him. Hcc feigned himfclfe alfo to be (ickly, to the end that 
German icus might with the better will and more patience abide in expec¬ 
tance cither offpeedy fucccftion after him,or at leaft waies of fellowfhip in the 
Empire with him. Well, after hce had appeafed thofe mutinies, C lemsns 
like wife by a fraudulent wile he over-raught, and brought to his devotion. As 
for Li b c,becaufc he would net be thought at his entrance newly into the Em¬ 
pire for to proccede rigoroufly, two yeeres after and not before he charged & 
reproved him before the Senate, contentinghimfelfeall that meanc (pace to 
bew are of him onely, and to ftand upon his guard. For, as the faid L i e o was 
together with him among other Pontifies (acrificing, hee tooke order, thatin 
fteed ofthe(yron jcleaver,thcre fhould be clofely laid for him a chopping knife 
of Lead: And when the fame L i c o requefted upon a time to have fecret taike 
and conference with him, he would not graunt it, without his fonne D r u s u s 
might be by : and fo long ashe walked up & downe with L i b o, he feemedto 
* Paulo wxm: Icane u P on his hand ’ an<1 Wield it (ure enough all the while untill their com-

V 7 Afpeciall care he had to keepc the peace, and to preferve the ftatc fro out¬ 
rages & robberies^ aifo from licentious mutinies & feditions.The fet guards 
and garifons of foldiers, hec difpofcd thicker than the wonted manner was, 
throughout all Italic . Hcc ordained a ftanding * Campc ac Arne , wherein 

the 
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the Pretoria* Cohorts wandering up and downe before that time & difperfed 
indiverfclnnes and yejfelriesjnight be received. All Infurreddcnsof the peo¬ 
ple he punifhed mod fharply; hec tooke likewife much paines to prevent fuch 
commotions.There happened upon fomc difeord and varianceto bea murder 
comitted in rhe T/au/rr But the principal heads of the fa&io-as aifo the a&ours 
thcmfclnes for whofe fake the quarrel and tray began, he exiled: neither could 
he ever be brought for any prayer and intreatie of the people to revoke and rc- 
ftore them. When the Commons of P elUntia would not fuffer thedcad corps 
of a certainc principal! Centurun to be carried with funerall obfequics out of 
their market place,beforc they had forcibly extorted out of his heires hands a 
peece of money to the fetting out of a game of Fencers with unrebated fwords, 
he tooke one Cohort from Reme ^ and another out of K. *C o t i v s Kingdomc , 
dxfiimulingthe caufc ofthis joumey,and fodainely difeovering rheir armes and tboi'cThe^ 
weapons which they cloflely carried, and giving alarum with found of trum-^». 
pets, all at once he put them into the Townc with banner dilplaved at fundrie 
gates and focaft into perpenallprifon the greater part of the Commons and 
^Dccurions.Thc priviledgeand cuftome of Sanduarics,where ever they were, 
heabolilhed. The Cyziccnei who had committed fome notorious out-"rage ScAiccnncn.’ 
violence vpon Rommc Citizens, he deprived generally of their freedom,which 
inthewarreagainft Mithridates rhey had by their good lcrvice cotten. 

The rebellions of enemies he repreffed: not undertaking therefore, any expe¬ 
dition afterwards himfelfe, but by his lieutenant onely: and not by them ve¬ 
rily without lingringdelaycs, and driven thereto of ncceflitie. Kings that re- 
bellioufly tooke armes, or were fufpeded to breake out, hce kept downe with 
threats rather and complaints# than otherwifeby foiceand open hoftilitic. 

Some of them, whomeheehad trained out of their owne Realmes unto him 
withfaire words andlargepromifeshceneverfenthomeagainc: as by name 
Maiaboduus the Germaine, Thrasypclis a Thrccum andARCHi- 
lavs the whole kingdomc aifo he reduced into the forme of a 

province. 

For two yeares together after he came unto tbeEmpirc, hee never fet foote 
once out of Rome gates. And the time enfuing, hce abfented not himfelfe in 
no place imlcffc it were in townes ncere adioyning, or as farre as Antium when 
he trauailed fartheft: and that w f as verie fcldome and for a few day es; albeit he 
promifed and pronounced openly oftentimes that hee wouid vifite the pro¬ 
vinces aifo and armies abroadc: yea and evcrieycarc aimoft hec made prepa* 
rationfora journey, taking up all the waincs and wagons that were to begor- 
ten, and laying provifion of Corne and vi<fbuals in all the good Burroughes & 

Colonies by the way,yea and at the laft fuffered vowes to be made for his going 
forth and rctumehome: info much as commonly by way of a jeft and bv- 
worde, hce was called (a) Cauippidis, whoinaGreckcprovetbe 
is noted to beealwaies running, and yet never gaincth ground one cubit for¬ 
ward. 

But being bereft of both his fonnes, ofwhich*G er manic vs died in 
Syria, and^D x. vs v s at Rome % he withdrew himfelfe into C imp mu, as to a rety- *A^teSi 
ring place : and all men well neerc.werc fully perfwaded and fpakc it ascon-*^ aI! . 
ftanriy, that he would never rctumc but die foone after. Both which had * “ C77 ^

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like indccdeio have come to pafie.For,in truth he never came againc to Rome: 
and within fomc few dayci, necrc unto T irrddna, in a certaine pact of his man- 
ncnirhoufe (built efpecialiy for hisownc lodging) and called as hce 

fat there at (uppers number of huge ftones from above chaunced to fall down: 
whereby many of his gueftes at the Table and lervitours there waitinge 
were crufhcd and fquized to death; but hce hirafclie beyoadc all hope cf- 
capcd, 

Having made his progrclle over Campania, when he had dedicated aCapi- 
40 col at Capua, and chcTcmpleofAvG vst vs atNola, which hce pretended to 
have beene the motive of his journey, he becooke himfelfc to Cofrex • deligh¬ 
ted efpecialiy with that Hand becaufc there was but one way of acceflc unto it 
and the fame by a fmall (bore and landing place: as being otherwife enclofcd 
round abouc,partly with craggy rockes & fteepe cliffcs ofan exceeding height; 
and in part with thedeepe fea. But foone after, when the people called him 
homc 3 and unccffantly befought him to retume, by occaiion of an unhappic 
•Straogemhit & heauy accidcnt,whet by at FtSwy xx* thoufandfolke end more,at a folemn 
Sbo^ofecttw' fwordplayers periihed by fall of an Amphitheatcr,hepafled over into 
Ihowc*. the mainc and firmc land, permitting all men to come unto him: the rather, 
for that when he firftlec forth and went out of Rome, he had given (freight 
commandement by an Edid that no man fhould trouDle him 5 and all the way 
voided as many as were comming towards him. 

Being retired againc into the faidlflc, he caftaftdeall care verily of Com- 
mon wcalc; fo farre forth as never after he did fo much as repaire and make up 
the broken decurics of horfc men: Hcc chaungcd no militaric Tribunes nor 
Captaincs: no nor any prdidents and Govcrnours of Provinces * He held 
Spa>ne and Syria both, for certaine yearcs, without Confulare Lieutcnantes: 
hccneglc&cd <Armenia andfuffered it to bee overrunneand poflefledby 
the Part hum: CMafu robe wafted and Ip oy led by the Dakes and S armati- 
am, as alfo Gattic by the 3 ermanes,to the great fhamc and no lefle daungcr of 
the whole Empire.

W hcrcas by G e r m a n i c u s he had three nephewes, Niro, Drusus& 

I. * r*.. 
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C AIU s; by D R u s u s one, to wit T i b e r i us, when he was left deftitute and 
fatherleftcby the death of his children, thetwoeldcft ibnnes of Ghrmani- 
c u s,namely Niro and D r u s u vie recommended to the LL. of the Senate; 
and celebrated the day of both their Commencements with giving a *Con- 
giarie to the people-But no fooncr underftoodc he,thatupd Ncw-yccres-day 
there had becnepubliqucvowes madebytheCitie for their life alfo and pre¬ 
servation, but he gave the Senate to underhand, That/uck honours ou^ht not to 
he conferred upon any perfons , but tbofe that were experienced end fine flept in 
Deeres. Thereby,having difeovered the inward character and canker of his hart, 
from that day forward hcc expofed them to the flaundcrs and imputations of 
all men.- When alfo, byfundryfubtile devifes hcc had wrought fo, that they 
might bee both provoked to give railing taunts, and alfo bceingfo provoked 
come to mifehiefe and deftru&ion; he accufcdthcm in his letters,heaped moil 
birtcilyupon them hainous reproaches, caufed them to be iudged enemies to 
the State, and ib hungcr-ftarved them to death ; N e r o, within the Iflc P ontie 
and D a u s u s at the very foote and bottomc of Solatium . Men think that N i! 
r o was driver, to * workc his owne death, what time as the * Hangman, as fent 
by a warrant from the Senate, prefented unto him halters * and hookes.’As for 
D r u s u s, kept he was from allfoodc and fuftenancc: in fo much as hee gave 
the attempt to cate the very flockes that Ruffed the * mattrefle whereupon hcc 
lay -.Andthe* rcliquesofthem both, were fo difperfed and fcattred abroadc 
that hardly they could be ever gathered together. 9 

Over and above his oldc friends and familiars, hee had deraaunded twenty, 
our of the number of the beft and principall Citizens, as Counfailours and 
Affiftantsuntohim in publique affaires. Of allthefc, hee could hardly fhewe 
twainc or three at the moft alive: the reft,fome foronecaufeand fomefora- 
nothcr he brought to confufion and killed - among whom (with the calamity 
and overthrow of many more; was M lids Seianus, whom hee had to the 
higheft place ofauthoririeadvaunced, notfo much for any good wilfas to be 
his inftrument and right hand, by whofe minifterie and fraudulent pradifes he 
might circumvent the children ofG e r m a n i c u s , and fo eftablifhe as heirc 
apparent in fucceffionofthe Empire the Nephew he had by Drusus, as his 
naturall fonne. 

No milder was he one ioteunto the Greeke Profefloursand Artifls, living 
andconveriing daily with him, and in whom hee tooke moft contentment. 
One of them named Zeno, asheereafonedanddifeourfed very ^cxadlyofa 
quefiion he asked. Whet harfh Diele 8 * that was, wherein hefpake ? and when hee 
anfwered, // was the Dortch, he confined him for his labour into Cynaria, fup- 
pofingthat he twitted and reproached him for his oldc vacation and abfence 
from Rome bccaufe the Rhodians fpake Doriik . Scmblably, whereas his man¬ 
ner was out of his owne daily readings, to propound cercaine queftions as hcc 
fate at fupper: having intelligence. That S a l e uc u s the Grammarian en¬ 
quired diligently of hisMinifters and Scrvitours, what Authors at any rime 
hee had in hand, and fo came prepared to afloile the faidequeftions, firft hcc 
forbad him his houfe and ordinaric Socierie, afterwards hcc forced him even 
to death.

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HKcnjciijdofe and unpHabJcnature was not hidden no aiot in hiT^ric 
childhood: the which T heodorus G a darjeus his teacher in Rhctonck, 
feemedboth at firft to fore- fee moft wifely, and alfo to cxprdlc and refcmblc 
asfitly, wheaby way of chiding and rebuke hee called him ever andanone 
Pelon Hatmati Pephuramenon ; 41 day foaked * in bloud. But the lame brake *° r nure: 
out & appeared 1 omewhat more, when he became Empcrour, at the verv be- 
ginning; whattimeasycthelay for to winthelove and favour of men with met ^ vexic 
a pretence of civil! moderation Acertainc*Buffonthcre was, who as a’func- 
rail palled by, had willed the party whofe body was caried forth, to reoorr * A icoi&g 
unto A u ° u s t u s. That his Legacies were not yet payed and delivered , which hee ? r cn 
had left for the Cowmens of Rome. Him, he caufcd to be haled and brought unto 
his pretence, to receive alfo the debt which was due; and then ccinmaunded ,w<ijaiOU ^ c 
him to be !cd to execution, and fo to relate the truth untohis father (A u g u- S'Sad 
s r u s ). Not long after as he threatned to fend unto prifon one P o m p e i u s a 
Romaine Knight, for ftoutly denyingfome thing, hecaffured him, 7hat of d 
PouvEiusbewouldmakehsmaPoviPiiAvus, glauncing bvthis bitter and tock paitiitt 
biting taunt, both at the mans name & alfo at the old infortunity of *that fide. Po ™P nusa -

a-place or departed from thence, divers times by reafon of the multitude flock¬ 
ing to meetc him and to beare him companie, he endangered his ownc life in 
the preaffe. As he returned out of Germane, after the fuppreffing of feditious 
tumults and mutinies there 3 all the Pratcrian cohorts every one went out to 
encounter him upon the way: aibcit warning was given before hand by pro¬ 
clamation,/ hat no more thant wayne of them (houldcocferthftut as for the people 
of/towe,ofallfcxes, ages,and degrees, they ranoutby hcapes to meet him xx 
miles from Rome. 
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Howbeic,farre greater, and more allured teftimonies of mens iudgemenc 
touching him appeared at, and after his death.

the more be fcenc. And being come to their reliqucs, very devoutly himfelfc 

with his ownc hands beftowed them in feverall pitchers with no Icflefhcwe in

Having paffed the greateft part of his time in runninq thorough thefe and^^* 
fuch like troubles, at length in the fiftieth y cere of age, hee attained to the Em¬ 
pire, and that by a ftrangc and wonderful! hap. Being among others excluded 
by the Confpiratours that laved waite for C ai us lire, what time they voided 
ail the Companie about hisperfon, under a colour as ifhedefired to be apart 
himfelfe alone in fome by-place, this C l a u d i u s had ftept a fide and retired 
into a lodging or parlour called Hermann-. And not long after, being affrigh- * 
ted at the rumour of that murder flily crept forth and conveied himfelfe upui-.. 
roa Solar next adioyning, and there hid himfelfe betweene the han»in®sthat Asmxs * 
hung before the dorc . Whiles hee lurkedclofc there, a common Souldiour 
chauncing to runne too and fro that way, efpied his fccte, and by earned en- 
quirie and asking who he was ;hapned to take knowledge of him : w ho having 
drawnc him forth ofthe place (when as for fcarehcc fell downs humbly at his 
feete and tooke hold of his knees) faluted him by the name ofEroperour.From A > V 'C. 7 * 4 
thence he brought him immediatly to his other fellow Souldiours, who as yet 
ftoodc wavering and wift not what to doc but fare and fume. By them was he 
befiowed in a Lider • and for that his owne fervants were fled Mattering heerc 
and there they alfo by tumesoneafteranother fupporred the faid Lider upon 
their fiioulders: and fo was he brought into the (P ratorian) Camp, all fad and 
amazed for fearc: pitied alfo by the multirudethat met him on the way 5 as if 
fome innocent had been haled to execution. Being received within the trench 
& rampire 3 Ioaged he wasalnight among the louldiours* watch with lefle hope 
of his a good deale than confidence. For the Confuls together with the Senate

Many works he finiflied,and thofe rather for greatncfle,huge; then for ufe, 
needfull.

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threrf core yeeres of a^e are difabledfor generation, fce*alceredby an*cdi<5TlHeor- 
deined that imto * Pupils, the Confuls fhould extraordinarily appoint Tutors 
and Guardians, That they alfo who by the hcad-Magiftrates were forbidden 
to make abode within any provinces, fhould bee debarred likewife from the 
Cicie of Rome and Italic. Himfelfc confined (brae after a ft range fafhion and 
without any precedent, inhibiting them to depart above three miles from the 
City. When he was to treat of any great affaire in the Curia,his manner was 
to fit in the Tribunes puc juft in the midftbetwcenc the Confuls ebaires. As 
for *pafports which the Confuls were wont to be fued unto for, he would have 
the Citizens to bee beholden unto himfelfe onely thcrcforc,and to crave the 
fame at his hands. 


*Who received The badges and ornaments belonging unto the Confuls be granted unto 

100000 letters the *Ducenaric Procuratours and Sendchals of Provinces. From as manic 
c/nu ;ht dc.* a *'refuted the honorable dignitie of Scnatours> he tookc away alfo the worfhip 
ipend io much of the gentlemens degree.

ZT ia h^ A A 1EiRIUS ^ lhc Empcr°ur^ had appropriated to -him 
icltc, hee yceided up agamc into the hands and difpote ofthe Senate The 
Lnians hce deprived of their freedome, by occafion of the mortal! difeord 
and variance among them. To the Rhodians , who repented for their olde 
trefpaflres hce reftored their libcrtic which they had loft . Hec forgave 
ail mbytes to the Jlunfes for ever, as to the firft founders and ftccke-farhers 
ofthe Romane Nation : And to that purpofe hce red an olde letter in Greeks 
written untoK.

After this, he wedded thefe wives, to wit, Plaut i a’Hercu- 
l a n 1 l l a, whofc father had triumphed -and not long after, A bli a Puti¬ 
na, whofc father had beencConful. Both thefe he divorfed. Putina up. 
onlightoffenfcsandfmalldifpjeafLiresrmarv^HERcu l an i LiAhcputaway 
for her filthy lull and vvhorifn lifc> as alfo for fufpicion of a murder. After 
A,V,Cj,?oi •§ thefc he cookc to wife Valeria Mess allin a, the daughter of Barba* 
•Wti.aftc tusMessalla his coufin german whom when hcc found once, over and 
was EaiprcfTc befide the reft ofher abominable vices Se difnonefties,tohavebcen*wedded 
c£fl : l to C;Si lius, and that with adounc afibred untc her and figned among the 
•JrTiie hand; 'Aufptces, he put to death . And in a fpecch that he made openly before his

As alfo of H a r p o c r a s, unto whom hee graunted a priviledge to 
becaricdin aLitter through the Citicof Some, andtofet out(6) Games and 
Plaics in pubiick: And befides thefc, hee affeded with much refped Poly- ^ e °. tthca '' 
eius the guide anddiredour to him in his Studies, who oftentimes would ? ° 
walkechcckeby iolebetweencthe two Confuls. But above all thefe, he held 
ingreateftefteeme , Narcissus his Secrctarie or enditcrofEpiflles, and 
P al l a s the Keeper of his bookes of accounts: whom by vertue of a Decree 
alfo which wentfromthcSenatcjiefuffrcd willingly to be not oncly rewarded 
with rich Fees, but alfo to be adorned with the Honours of Qucfture and Prc- 
turefnip: likewife to get, to pill and poll by hooke and crooke 1 o much, as thac 
when himfclfe complained upon a time how little treafure hce had in his Cof¬ 
fers, one made anfwere unto him not abfurdly, That hee might have (lore enough 
and plenty> in cafe his two *freed men would admit him to [Bare with them. * 
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To thefe (freed menj and to his wives as I faid before, being wholly addic¬ 
ted and enthralled, hee bare himfclfe not as an abfolutc Prince, but as their 
OOMinifterand Scrvitour . According as it was bchoovcfull and commo¬ 
dious to any of thefc, or {loode with their affe&ionand plcafure, hee graun¬ 
ted honourable dignities, conferred the conduds of Armies, and awarded 
irapuniticsandpuniihments: yea, and for the moft part, I allure you when 
himfelfc was altogether ignorant and will not what hcc did . And not to

Of which, P o M p e i u s was ftabbed even 
a,v,c 8sx. as he lay in bed with a beloved youth and Catamite of his: S i l a n u s was for¬ 
ced rorefigne up his Preturefhip foure daics before the Kalends of Ianuarie 
5? dt ° ^ oof chi s l I fcmthcbeginningoftheyeereon the very wedding day of 
kii'ed himfei.e Claudius and Agrippina. To the execution of 3 5 Senatours,and above 
upon tetchy, an hundred Romaine Gentlemen focafily was hec induced, asthat, when the 
Centurion brought word backe, as touching thedcath ofone who had bccne 
Confull, faying, That t he deede was dont which he had commanded , he flatly deni¬ 
ed,that he gave any fuch warrant. Ncvcrthelefle the thing he allowed: whiles 
his freed men afore-laid (landing by, avouched, That the Sculdimrs had done 
their devoir^ in that thejranwsUinglyef their awsc heads to revenge their Ewpermr 
For, it would be thought incredible if I fhould relate, How*wen for the very 
mariage ofMessALiiNA with the Adulterer S1 l 1 u s: his own fclffcaled the 
Writings For afTurance of the Dowric, being perfwaded and broughttherc- 
unto, as though the faid wedding was but colourably, of purpofe pretended 
to avert forfooth and tranflate the dangcr ; that by ccrtainc prodigies were por¬ 
tended to hang over his ownehead. 30 r 

Right perfonable hec was, and caricd a prefence not without authoriteand 
maieftic, whether he ftoode or fate ; but cfpcciaily when he was laid and tooke 
hisrepofc • For, of ftaturehee was tall, and nathiefle his body notlankeand 
(lender. His countenance lively, his gray haires beautifull, which became him 
well, with a good fat and round neck under them. Howbeit, both as he went 
his hams being feeble failed him. and alfo whiles he was doing ought,were it rc 
miflely or in earned, manythinges difgraccd him: to wit, undccent laughter 
and unfeemcly anger, by reafon, that hec would froth and flaver at the mouth, 
and had evermore his nofe dropping: Bcfides, his tongue ftutted and damme- 
red: his head Iikewife at ail times, but cfpcciaily if he did any thing were ifne- 
ver fo little ufed to fhake and tremble very much.

Concerning his bodily health, as before time he ufed to be grievoufly tick' 
fo being once Emperour exceeding healthfullhc was and ftoode clcere of all 
difeafcs favc onciy the paine ofthe( 4 )ftormck- inafit whereof hec (aide hec 
thought to have killed himfelfe. 1

Hee made fcafts, and thofe very great and ordinarily: yea, and in moft open 
and large places, fuch asfor the moft part would receive fixe hundred ouefts 
at one fitting . Hec feafted alfo even upon the Sluce of the Lake Fucimsi 
what time hce had like to have beenc drowned , when as the water let 
out with a forcible violence reflowed backe againe . At cvcric fupper

For appetite to meatc and drinke hisftomackefcrvcd him palling well al- 
waies, and in every place. Sitting upon a timeiudicialiy in Augustus Hall 
ofIufticc ; to bcare and determine caufcs, and fenting there rhe fteime ofa din¬ 
ner, that was a drefling and ferving up for the Pricfts (a) Soli/ in the temple of 
* Mars next adioyning, he forfooke the Tribunall, went up to the fa:d Pricfts, *R«ca<>er,si- 
and there fate downe with them to meatc. Lightly you fhould never have him “’ CTe 10 

goe out of any dining roomc. but with his belly (hutting out, well w hided al- diSirSbonSf 
fo and drenched with wine: fo, as ftraightwaies, whiles hce layd him downe ar>atha Tctn# 
along upon his backe and tooke a fleepc gaping, there was a feather put ordi- 
nanly into bis mouth wide open for to difeharge his ftomack. Hee tooke very Capita 

fhort flee pcs: for commonly before midnight hec awaked: yetfo, as other- aoaK ‘ 
whiles he would catch a nap in the day time, as he (at to miniftcr iufticc: and 
fcarccly could bee awakened by the Advocates at the barre. Who of purpofe 
railed their voices and pleaded the lowdcr • Hce was cxccffivcly given to the 
wanton love of women. As for the prepofterous abufc of makkind,he was al¬ 
together unacquainted therewith. Hce plaicd at dice moft camcftly (conccr- 
ning the Art and skill whereof, he publiflicd alfo a little booke) being wont to 
plic that game ev en whiles hce was caried up and downe, having his Carroch 
ami Dice-bourdfo fitted, as there might be no confufion nor fhuffling at all in 

That cruell he was and given to bloudftied naturally, appeared in great and .v, 

very fmall matters. As for tortures ufed in examination*,and the pumfhments 
that (a) Paricii>b s fuffred, hee exhibited and exafted the fame to be done 
without delay, and openly in his ownc prefence. Being defirous upon a time 
to behold an execution performed after the auncient manner at Ttbur , when 
as, (the malcfadlours (landing bound already to a flake), there wanted the but¬ 
cherly executioner to doe thcfcat j heftaied there flill in the place, and waited 
untill evening, for one that was fentfor out of Reme . At all Swordfights, whe¬ 
ther they were fet forth by himfelfe, or by others, he commaundedas many of 
theChampions as chaunccd onely but to ftumble and fall therewith, to hav« 
their throats cut: efpecially the Fencers called * if e/iary; and why \ bccaufe 
forfooth hec would feethcirfaces as they lay gafping and yccldingup their 
breath. It fortuned,that a couple ofrhcfc fighting at lbarpe wounded anHLfl- Miraaibnca 
led one another: Thereupon hce comm aunded Jrttlc knives to bee madeo!^ 00 ^’®" 
both their blades, for his owne proper ufc . Hce tooke fuch plcafurc’in*whci com- 
thofe that * fought (h) with wild beafts.as alfo in the fword fights ordinarily a- wcrcuiy.

°' But it pafled, how timorous and diffident hce was. At his firft commingto 

the Empire; (how ever as wc laid before, he bragged and ftoodc upon his ci- 

vili and famiiiar behaviour) he durft not for certaine daie* goe to any feafhdin- 
ncr or fupper, without Pcnfionars Handing about him with their fpcarcs and 
Iavefins, andhisSouldiours waiting at the table: neither vifited hcc anyficke 
pcrfon,unlcfie thebed chamber where the party lay, were firft fcarchcdj the 
beds, boiftcrs,pii!owes,Coverlets and other cloathes were groped, felt, and 
throughly ftiakcn before hand . All the time after, hec appointed evermore 
certaine learchers for them all, thatcamctofalutchim, fparingnot one; and 
fuch fcarchcrs as were moftcrucil. For, long it was firft,and that with much a- 
doc, ere heegraunted that women, young boy es in their embroidred coatcs, 
and maidens, fhouldnot bee handled and felt in this manner: that any mans 
Attendants likcwifc or Clerks might not have their Penfheathcs and Penknife- 
cafes (4) taken from them. In a civile commotion, when Camillui, (ma¬ 
king no doubt but that without anywarreat all hec might be terrified) willed 
him in a contumelious, menacing, and malapert letter, to refigne up the Em* 
pirej and to icadc a quiet life in private eftate, hee called his Nobles and chiefe 
perfonages about him, to counfell,and put to queftion, whether it were beft to 
hearken unto him or no? gk .

Acthehcadlefic report and flying newesof fome treafon that fhould bee 
pracf ifed againft him, he was fo affrighted, that hce went about to lay downe 
hislmpcriall dignity . By occafion, that one (as I related before) was taken 
with a weapon upon him, about his pcrlon as hcc facrificed, in all haft hcfcnc 
out the Bedels and called the Senate together: before whom, with tcares and 
loude out- cries hce bewailed his ownc piteous cafe, as who no where could 
make account of any fafety: and thereupon for a long time forbaretccome 
abroad. His affc&ionatc love alfo wMessallina, mod fervent though it 
Were he renounced and caft clcane from her, not fo much for any indignity of 
the dithoRourable wrongs (he offred unto him, as upon very feare ofdaungeri 
as fully perfwaded that fn.ee pradifed to bring the Empire into Sinus theA* 

- dultercrs hands. At which time in a great fright he fled in fhamefull manner to 
the camp,asking and enquiring all the way nothing ellc, but whether the Em¬ 
pire remained itulfafe to his behoofe?

There arofe no fufpition, there came forth no Author fo light andvaine, 
but gave him a bone to gnaw upon,andputnofmall toyes in his head: wher- 
by he was forced to beware and fecke revenge. One ofthofc, that had a mytyp 
depending in Court before him, taking him a fide, when hec came byway of 

filiation 
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falutation to doc his duty,avowed unto him, that he dreamed. How hee was 
killed by one. Then within a while after, the fame party, (as if he had nowta- 
ken knowledge who that one was that fhould murder him) pointed unto bis 
ownc adverfarie, even as hee tendered a Application unto Claudius; and 
laid. This is be. Whereupon immediady apprehendedhewas, and haled to 
execution. After the fcmblable manner by report,came AppiusSilasus 
to his death. For,whcn Mhssallina andN arcissus had confpircdto 
worke his overthrow and finall deftru&ion, they complotted thus, that Nar¬ 
cissus betimes in a morning before day light rufhed like a man amazed and 
aftonied into the bedchamber of his Patronc (Claudius) relating unto him 
his dreamcmamcly that A p p i u s had laid violent hands uoon him: and Mis- 


s a l l 1 n a for her part, compofing and framing her fclfc as if face wondered 
greatly thereat, reported, (bee likewife hadfeerte already the fame vtfumfer 

tertaine nights together . And not long after this, word came, (as it was before 
agreedbetwccnc them) that A p p 1 u s was comming to rufh in among them: * 7^/*. 
who in deed had bcenc bidden the day before to be prefentat the lame inftant. *

Ha¬ 
ving in the Senate broughtin a woman todepo{e,TAtt,quotb heypas my mothers 
freed womanpmd/he that kept her ornaments , and ufed to deck anddreffe her: Butfbe 
dwtiet todke me for her fair one. This have /,quoth he delivered afpurpefcjiecaufe 
there be fome yet in mine houfejvho think me not to be her Patron . Moreov cr, fitting 
upon the Tribunall,whcn he was in a great chafe,& the men oiOfiia requeued 
at his hands(I wot not what)in the name of their towncihe cried out aloud, 7 &# 
he knew nothing wherefore hejhouldoblige the unto him : And if any man elfe } quoth 
he, I alfo am free and at mine owne liberty. As for thefe words of his W hichnow 
I will relate,tbev were rife in his mouth daily,yca every hourc & minute therofi 
What doefl thou iake(h)mefor Thbogoniu sand hoyi&rceroQ? befidc many filch 
foolifh termcsmot belccmingprivate perfons,much leflc a Prince, otherwifc 
notuneloquent nor unlearned: nay, rathfer one eagerly given to his booke^nd 
a greatStudent in the liberall Sciences. 

v j In his youth, he attempted to write an Hiftorie,cxhorted thereto by T i t u * 

* LiviusjandhavingthchelpbefidcsofSuLPiTius F lav us. And when he 
put the fame firft to the trial! & iudgement of men in a frequent auditoric,hard- 
Ue&with muchariohercaditthrough,bcingofteninthewhilecoldly heard, 
by an occafion that himfeife gave.For,when, (as hee began his reading) there 
was fet up a laughter, by rcafon that many of the fcates brake with the weight 

of 
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of a cencine corpulent and farfwad, he was not able to hold, no not after the 
tumult appealed, but eftfoones ever andanon call to minde that accident and 
fall afretfr to unmeafurablc laughing. During his Empire likewife, bee both 
wrore much and alfo rehearfed die lame continually by his reader. The begin¬ 
ning of bis foreiayd hiftoric he tookc from thetime prcfcntJy cnluing the mur¬ 
der of C^SAR DICTATOR: buthee palled over to the latter dayes: »a w*m« the 
and began againe at the civ ill pacification: perceiving that it was not left in Tiimnw, 
his power and libertie to write of the occurrents in thofe former times, as who 
was often checked both by his * mother and alfo by his *grandaroe. Of the wit of A**^ 
former argument he left bebinde him two volumes, ofthe later, fortic-one. 

Hee compiled of his owne life eight bookes: a report not fo wiiclv and dif- bcrfd£c » 
creetly put downc, as otherwifc elegantly penned : Item, an Apologieorde- 
fenfc of Cicero againft the bookes of Asinius Gallust apeeccof 
workc full enough of learning. He devifed moreover three (4)new charaders 
or letters in the(Latine) Alphabet, andputthemtothenumberoftheoldcas 
mod ncceflarie. And having published whiles he was yet a private perfon, 
concerning the reafon of thoic letters, one booke: foone after bceing Empe¬ 
ror he cafily cffc&cd that they fhould be brought into ufc alfoindiffcr&Jy with 
die reft. And verelyfuch manner of writing with thofe charadcrs isnow ex¬ 
tant to be feenc in many bookes of records in Iournels, and titles or inferipti- 
ons of works. 


With no lefie diligence ftudied hee the Greeke difeiplines, profelfing 
as any occafion was offered, his affedionate love to that tongue, and the 
excellency thereof. When a ccrtainc Barbarian difeouried in Greeke and La- 
tine, lee you be skilfull, quoth he^n both our languages; And in recommen¬ 
ding AcHAiAuntothcLL.ofcheSenace, he fayde it was a province that he 
affcded well and delighted in, for the commerce and focicty of ftudies com¬ 
mon to him and them: and many a time he anlwcrcd their embalfadors in the 
Senate, with a Jong and continued oration (in Greeke). But upon the Tribu- 
nall he uled very much vcrles alfo out of Homer. Cutes whenfoeverhe 
had taken revenge ofencmic or traytor,hc lightly gave unto the Tribune over 
the Sentinels and guard of h is perfon, calling unto him after the ufuall manner 
for a watchword, none other but this

there is fbmc difference f Some w rite, that as he Tatar a feaft in the (Capitoll) 
Caftlc with the priefts, it*was prefented unto him by Ha lotus the Eu¬ 
nuch his rafter i others report that it was at a mcalc in hi; ownc houlc by A- 
o rippi n a hcrfclfc, who had offered unto him a muihronie empoifoned; 
knowing that he was mod greedy of foch meats. Ofthofc accidets alfo which 
enfued hereupon, the report is variable. Some fay, that {freight upon the re¬ 
ceipt of the poy fon he became fpccchlefie, & continuing allnight in dolorous 
torments,dycd a little before day. Others affirme, that at firft he fell a Oeepe: 
and afterwards, as the meate flowed and floted aloft vomited all vp,and fo was 
followed againc with a rankc *poyfon; But whether the fame were put intoa 
mcfTcofthickc gruell, ( confidering hec was of ncccflitic to berefrefbed with 
food becingcmpticd in his ftomacke)orconueied up by acliftreias if being o- 
overcharged with fulncffe and furfeit 3 hc might be cafcd alfo by this kind of e- 
geftion and purgation, it is unccrtaine.

His death was kept fecrec until all things were fet in order about his fucce- 
ffour. And thcrcforc,both vowes were made for him as if hce had lycn ficke 
flil and alfo comicall A&ours wcrc brought in place colourably to folace

oaobJ. three day cs before the Ides of O&ober, when Asinius Marcbllus and 

Acinus Aviola were Confuls: in the 64th yecrc ofhis age, and 14th of 
his Empire. His funerals were performed with afolemnc pompcandproccf- 
Eon of the Magiftratcs: and canonized he was a Saint in f cavcn: Which ho • 
nor forletandabohfhcdby Nbro hec rccoucrcd afterwards by the meancs 

of VbSP ASIAN. 4 6 

Efpccial tokens there were prefaging&prognofticating his death: to wit the 
rifing of an * hairy flarre which they call a Comet ; Alfo thc*monumenr 
ofhis hither D & u s u s was blaftcdwifolightniDgsaodforthatin the fame 

ycarc 
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yeeremoft of the (*)Magiftrates ofall forts were dead. But himfclfe fee aetfa 
not cither to have Seenc ignorant tharhis eft d drew ncere, ortobavediflunu- 
kdfo much : which may bee gathered by fomc good arguments and demoo* 
ftratibos. For both in thcordmation of Confuls bee appointed none ofthem 
to continue longer then the raoocth wherein he dyed: andalfointbeScaate^ 
the very laft time that ever heiat there, after a Ipng and eameft exhortation of 
his children to concord,hcbbmbly recommended the age of them both cotbe 
EL. of that honourable houle: and in his lafflodiciallSefiBon upon the Tribu¬ 
nal once or twice be pronounced openly,Thatcome he was now to thec&dof 
his mortalitie ? notwithftanding they that heard him, graved to 
heare fuch an Ofle, and praied the gods to avert 
the fame.

Nero Claudius Cadar, written 


by Qtm Suetonius Tranquillus. 



VT of the Domitian ftockc and name, there fprung two 
famous families, to wit, the Caluwtzv.d the Aenobarbi : 
Thefe Aenabarbt have for the firft Author oftheir original!, 
and furname likewife, L. D o m i t i u s : whomc, as he retur¬ 
ned in times paft homeward out of the countrev, two yong 
men twinnes, carying with them a venerable prefence and 
countenance more then ordinary, encountred , by report, 
and commanded to relate unto the Senate and Peopleofi?*^, newes, of 
that vi&oric whereof as yet they Rood indoubt: and for the better aflurancc 
of their divine nuieftie ftrokc his chcekcs fo, as that therewith they made the 
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*hayrc of blacke, *redd, and like in colour to* braffe. Which marke and bad- 
ges continued alfo in his pofterity, and moft of them havefuch*rcdbcardef, *Orrudcy. 
Moreover, having borne feuenConfulfhips, triumphed likewife and beenc 
Cenfors twice,&therwith bin chofen into the rankc of the Patritif they remai* A,v,CjT| 
ned al in the fame fumamc.Neithcr were they knowen by any other forenames 
than Cneus &L u c 1 u s r & the fame in variety woith the noting and obfer- 
uation : onewhile continuing either ofthefayd names in three perions toge¬ 
ther : ctherwhilcs chan gin g alternatively one after another in every ddeent. 

For, we have heard fay, that the firft, fecond and third of thefe Aenebarbt were 
forenamed Luc 1 nand againc , the three next following them in order 
were Cnei. All the reft no otherwife then by turnes oncaftcranothcr 
had their forenames, firft L u c 11 and then Cnei. That many perfons of this 
houfe defeended fhould be knowen, I fuppofc it very pertinent and material!: 
whereby it may the better appearc, that Nero degenerated from FeVer* 
tucs of his Aunceftors fo, as yet he caried aw'ay & rclemblcd the vices of them 
all, as infufed into him and inbred by nature. 

To fetch the beginning therefore, of this or difeourfe fomewhat farther of Hs Craftier 
his great Grandfathers Grandfather Cn. Domiti us, becinginhisTribu-^^ph^ 
nare much offended at the * P ont if a ^or electing any other but himfelfe into * 

his fathers place 3 transferred the right and power of fubrogating priefts in the 
roomeofthofc thatweredccea(ied,from their Colledgcs to the bodic ofthe 
people. But in his Cocfulfhip having vanquifhed the Allobrooes andthc>fr. 

-verm, he rode through his ^province mounted upon an Elephant, whiles the 
whole multitude of hisfouldiours attended upon him in a traine after the man¬ 
ner of a folcmnc triumph. This Domitius it was, whom Licinius A ' V > c 
Cras sus the oratour in a certaine declamation fay djt was no mernaile he had * lul Q M p trJ) ^ 
a brafen beard whafe face was made ofIron , and heart of lead. H is fonne being Prc- c 7 **cr 
tour was the man,who as *C x. s a it went cut of his Confulfhip(which he was 
thought to have borne againft the *Aufpicia and the Anrr^onucnted him be- of the gods 
fore the Senate to be by them examined, tried and ccnfured. Afterwards when *Tfaci>onjpd- 
he was Confull he attempted to fetch him backe, Lord Generali as he was of “ 5 ‘ 
an armie,from his forces in Gaule : and being by the aduerfe *fa£Hon nomina- 


ftrengthened them,fodainelv heforfookethem: andin the end, at the battaile 
oiph&rfalia loft his lifc;Amannotvcryconftanrandrefoiute 3 butwithaiIof 
a fell and favage nature • Being driven to utter defpairc* he was fo much afraid 
of death, which for feare he haddefired, thatafteradrawghtofpoyfonhce 
repented the taking thcrcofandcaftitupagaine ; yea and enfraochifed his 
Phifitian, who wittingly and of pur pofe had lo tempered it that it might dohim 
no great harmc. And what time as C n. P o m p e 1 u s put to queftion what 
jbeuld be dene to thefe Reuter* that ftoed indifferent and ftickcd to do part? He a- 
lone opined That they were to bereckenedenemiei O proceeded againji accordingly 

Hee left behind him a fonne, worthy without queftion, tobe preferred be¬ 
fore 


ted his ftccefTourin that province, was in the beginning ot the civil warre ta¬ 
ken prifoner before OorfintnumRiom whence being difmiflcd and fet at liber- 
tie, after he had by his comminc to the Mali them Pi rcightly bcleagurcd.much 
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fore all others of his name and linage. This man being among thofc that were 
privie to C^sars death^nd of that confpiracy,(landing eondemned(though 
A,V,C. 7 '-o guilclcfie) by the law *?*<&,when he had betaken himfclfc to C a s s i u s and 
jWhkfaO b r11tus his neerekinsfolke,after the end of them both, held ftii m his hand 
gauStthc mur the fleet committed before time to his charge, yea and augmented the fame: 
acTCTiofCe/*; Mcich cr y C eldcd he it up to M. An t o n i u s before his ownc fide was every 
where quite overthrowen: which he then did ofhisowne accord; and (o, as 
that Anton iu s took himfclfc highly beholden unto him therfore. He on¬ 
ly alfo of all thofe who by vertue of the likelaw flood condemned,being refto- 
red into his native countrey, went through the moft honorable offices of (fate: 
Soonc after likewife, when civil diffenlion was kindled againe and renewed, 
being in qualiry of Lieutenant to the (aid Antoniii what time the foveraigne 
*Thc prcTcn: £ ir . was 0 g crc d umo him by thole who were athamed oPCleopatra, 

accordingo not dating to accept thcrcofnoryetto rcfiifc it refolutely, byoccafion of 
hi* w;i and f 0( j aine (icknefle wherewith he was furprifed , went and Tided with Aucus- 
pkitoC * r u s, and within few dayes after departed this life: being himfclfe alfo noted 

withfomeinfamie : For, Anton ib gave it commonly forth, Thatfor thehrue 
A.V.C, 7* b ^ en( S E r u i l i a Nats mm he kept Jxfled to Augustus fide.

From him came that D o m i t i u s , who foone after had the name abroade 
*duu ca» r <t.i. to h avc heene the * chapman of Augustus goods and fubftancelcft by his 
SteSST wil and teflament: amanno leffe renowmed in his youth for good skill in ru- 
Of Cd «Q have hn a of Chariots & running with them a race, as afterwards for the triumphant 
tTuctTfc ornaments achieved by the Germaine wane; but arrogant of fpirit, waftctull 
& afe of the in expencc, and therewith cruel. When he was Acdilc he forced L. P l a n- 

. cus that had bccnc*Ccnfor 5 togivehim the way. Bearing the honorable of- 

■SSjSfc ficesof Prcture and Confulate, hec produced upon the ftage to a< ^e ^^omi- 
call and wantonEnterlude, the gentlemen anddames of Rome. Hccxhibitcd 
baicing of wildc beaftes both in the cirque and alfo in every quarter of the City, 
yea and a (hew offword- fight: but wirh fo great cruelty,that Augustus was 
compelled of ncccflide to reftraine him by an cdia,fmcc that no fecrct war¬ 
ning nor admonition at his hands would prevaile.

Of A n t o n i a the elder, hcc begat the father ofN e r o r an impe in all the 
' ¥Sonot ofM. parts of his life ungracious and dcccitable. For accompanying *C a. i u sCa* 
Agr»i>pa and s 2 R in his youth into the Eaft-parts, where he killed a freed-man or his ownc, 
becavfe he rtfofed to quaffc as much as he was commanded, being dilcharged 
theifore out of the cohort of his friends,he led his life never a whit more mode 
ftly : but both within a village (landing upon the ftrect Appia, fodaincly put 
hishorfes to gallop, and not unwittingly rode over a little child and trode him 
to death: and alfo at Rome in the midftofthe Forum plucked aRomane ccntle- 
mans eye out ofhishead,for chiding him fomewhat over boldly. So falfc and 
perfidious befide, that he defrauded not onciy the bankers and money chan¬ 
gers of tbeprices offucb commodities as they had boughtup, but alfo when 
be was Pretour put the runners with Chariots befidcs the prifes of their viao- 
rics. For which prankes, reproved be was merily even by his ownehfter(L h-

This N e r o was borne at Ant'mrr^ nine moneths after that Tiberius^ 
parted this world, eighteene daies before the Kalends of Ianuarie, iuft as the 
Sunnewas newly rilen, (oas his bcarncs* light well neerc upon him before *o front 
they could * touch the earth.As touching his* Horofcope,many men ftraigbt- +»' ** 
waies gave manv>ue(Tcs and coniedtures offcarcfullevents. And even a vety wich thchumc 
word that his father D omitius fpakc, was taken to be a prefaging ofle For 
when his friendsby way of gratulation wifhedhimioy of his fonne new born* app tarc( i ibouc 
he feid, That ofhimfelfe and Agrippina there couid nothin* come wtc the world tj^Hocizoo,' 
but occurfed^ deteflable and to the hurt of the xteale publick . Of the fame fiitarc in- 
fortunity there appeared an evident figne upon hi$(4) naming day ’ For C a i u s 
C £ s a a (C a l i g u l a) when his After (Agrippina) requefted him to give 
the Infant what * name he would,looking wiftiy upon C l a u d i u s his Vnkle, 

(by whom afterwards beingEmpcrour (the child) was adopted), laid he gave 

him his name. Neither fpake hec this in earned, but merily in boord: and A- 
qrippina (corned and reicdtcdic, for thatasthen, Claudius went fora 
foolejand one ofthe laughing flocks of the Court. Atthrec yccrcsof agehc 
became fatherleflc: and bcinghis fathers Iicire but of one thud part, yet could 
norhe touch fo much as tbat^full and whole, by reafon of C a i u s his coheire 
who had feized upon and caught up bcfore-handall the goods-and for that his 
mother alfo was foone afterconfincd and packtaway, he being in mannerde- 
ftituteofallhclpc and very needy, wasfoftercdinhis AuntLnpiDAEs houfo 
under two Pedagogues, a dauncer and a Barber. But when Claudius \vas 

come once to the Empire, hee not onely recovered his * patrimonie, but alfo 
was enriched by the inheritance of Crisp us Passienus his mothers huf* 
band, that fell unto him. And verily through the grace and power of his mo¬ 
ther now 7 called home againe and reffored to her cftatc,hee flourifned & grew 
fo grear,that commonly it wasbrutedabroad, 7 hat Mbssallina theveifeof 
C l Kumusfentfomeofpurpofe n take the opportunity of his uoottesfleep and fata 
fmuddre andfiran^e htm, as the onely Concurrent of B r i t a n n i c u s , and ene 
that cclipjed the 11% ht efhtsglorie . Now in the tale it went, befidcs- thatthcfaid 
parties tooke a fright at a Dragon ilfuing out of his pillow, whereupon they 
fled backe and forfooke the enterprife. VVhich fable arofc upon this, That 
there was in deedc found the* floughofaferpentin his bed about the bolfters. 
Andyet 3 this{loughhecnclofed within a bracelet of gold (as his motherwil- 
led him) and wore it a good while after, upon his right armc: and at length, 
wearic of any memorial! and monument of his mothers flung it away: but 
in his extrearaity and dcfpaire of bis eftate fought for the fame againe, in 
vainc.

Inbis tenderyceres, andwhiles hec was yet a boy ofno foil growth, hce 
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a&cd at the G return Games tha warlike Trey fight mod rcfoluccly, with great 

* r*uZm*: favour and applaufe of the people. In the * eleventh y cere of his age adopted 
fome rcatJc he was by C l a udi u s &p.utjolchoolcu»o A n njEus S i n e c a, even then 

a Senatour, for to be trained up in good literature. The report goes, that S i- 
thirrceorh: neca, the night following, dreamed as hcc lay in bed. That hec was tea* 

*c*Ug*i* c k in g * Q C s a r ; and fnortly after Nero proved his dreame true , be¬ 

wraying the fell ftomacke and {hrewd nature of the faid Prince, by the firft ex¬ 
periments that he could give thereof. For when his brother Br it ann ic;us 
faluted him after he was once adopted, (as his wonted manner was before.) by 
the name of/ENOBARBus, hcc went about to lay this imputation upon him 
before his Father, that he was fbmc Changeling and no fonne of his as he was 
reputed. His Aunt L s p i d a likewife being in trouble, hec depofed againft, in 
the open face of the Court, thereby to gratifiehis mother herheavie friend^ 
and who followed the fuite hotly againft her. Being honourably brought into 
♦Or Ha'; of F * rum > the day ofhis firft plea and Commencement, hec promifed pub- 

Wbee liquely for the people a Congiaric,and Donative for the Soulduurs. Having 

* ? r runni °" proclaimed a-ToafoIemne * lulling, himfelfe rode before the Pretorian Soul- 
° “ diours bearing a fhield inhis ownehand. After this,hee folemnly gave thanks 

to his Father in die Senate. Before whom being then Confuil, heemadcaLa- 
tine Oration in the bchalfe of the 'Benonians , and for the Rhodians and Inhabi¬ 
tants of Iltum, another inGreeke. His firft Iurifdi&ion hcc began as (a) Pro- 
voftofthcCitie, during the celebrationcf the Latine holidaies: What time 
the moft famous Advocates andPatronesin thofedaics ftrovea vie,who could 
♦Or declarati. bringbeforc him moft * accufations and* longcfh not (as the manner was)

doodc and one jeafon that thcwhole day befidc was ominous and difmall, there was no time 
ot the clock. t |j Crco f thought; more aufpicace and convenient than it, to enter upon the Em¬ 
pire r and fo before the Paliace ftaires being proclaimcdand faluted Emperour, 
he was in a Liefer brought to the*Carnp: and haftiiy from thence,after a Ihort 
■)cPretcrun- fp(£ C hmadeuntotheSouldioursjConveiedinto the Curia . Fromwhcncche 
departed homeinthe evening - and of thole exceeding and infinite honours 
which were heaped npon him, hee refilled onely the Title in his ftile of Pater* 
♦Father ofhis Patri* 3 in regard of his young yceres. 

Countrcy „ Beginning then with a glorious (hew of Piety and Kindnes, at the Funerals 

9 of*CLAUDius,\vhichwcremoftfumptuouflyperformed,heprailedhimin 
rour c mpe ' an Oration and confecratcd him a God. In the memoriali of his owns Father 
D o m i t i u s, he did him right great honour. His mother he permitted to have 
the whole regiment ofall matters as well publick as private. The very firft day 
*■ Or ct-rp* de a jfo ofhis Empire,whcn the Tribune of the* Sentinels,asked of him a watch- 
$***’ word, he gave unto him this Mot, Optima mater (my beji mother) and afterwards

He planted a Colonie at Anttum, enrolling therein the old Souldiours out of 
the Praetorian cohort, & ioyning with them (by tranflating their habitations) 
the richeft Centurions who had beenc Leaders of the formoft bands: where 
alfo he made a * Pcrc, or moft fumptuous pcccc of workc. *Ot bo,

And to (hew a furer proofc (fill ofhis towardnelTc, after profeftion made to 
goveme the Empire according to the prefeript rule of A u o u s t u s, he omit¬ 
ted no occafion to (hew cither bountifulncflc or clemcncie, no nor fo much 
as to teftifie his gentlencfte and courtcfie.Thofc tributes and taxes which were 
any thingheavic he either abolilhcd quite or abated . The rewards due unto 
Informers as touching the Law Papta 3 hcc reduced to the fourth part onely of 
the penalty. Having dealt among the people * 400 Sefterces for every poll: to ^ Iingj * a 
as many Scnatours as were moft nobly descended (howbeit dccaicd and weak- Rowan* 
nedin their eftates) he allowedycercly * Salarics,&to fomc of them* 500000 
Sefterces. Likewife for the Pretorian Cohorts hcc ordained an allowance 01 *More by » 
Come moncthIy*£r4/ri. And whenfoever he was put in mindc to fubferibe & 
fct his band to a warrant (as the maner is) for the execution of any perfoncorv worth ofa 
demned to die, hec would fay, Oh, that l knew net one letttr of the hike. Manic 
times he faluted all the Degrees of the Citie one after another, by rote & with- ^ 

outbooke . When the Scnateupon a time gave him thanks, hee aunfwered, ingmeny. 

( Dee fi) when Ifhalideferve* To his cxercifcs in Man field he admitted the ed¬ 
itions alfb,yca and declaimed often publiquely before them. Flc rehcarfcd his 
owne verfes likewife, not oncly within houfc at home, but alfo in the Theater. 
and that with fo general a ioy of as many as heard him 3 ihat for the faid rehear- 
fall, there was afolemnc proceffion decreed: and fome of his faid verfes writ¬ 
ten in golden letters W ere dedicated toIunmCApnousui.

Many and fundry kindcs of fhewcs he fet forth to \\ it,the Iuvcnall^fports, 
the Ctrceti* Games, and the Stage-playcs: alfoaSword fight. In the Iuvenall 
paftimes, he admitted old men even thofc of Confuls degree: aged women al¬ 
io and matrones to difpcrtthemlclvcs. Atth tCircenJes, he appointed places 
for the Gentlemen of Rme a part by themfclves ? where hee put alfo to runne a 
race for the prife chariots drawne with foure Camels . In the Stage plaics,

would have to be called Maxtmi) } very many of both" degrees and fexes plaicd 
their parts upon the Stage. ARomaineGcntlcmanofvcry good note & efpc- 
ciallmarkc, mounted upon an Elephant ranne downea * rope. There was c .udru 

brought upon the Stjge to be a£ted the * Romainc Comzdie of Afnmnscna- •>-«, 
tuled Imendiumi and graunteditwas unto the A&ours therein to rifle all the Fiimm ^S^Ue 
goods and implements of the houfc as it burned, and to rake the fame as their 
owne. Scattered alfo abroad there were for the people * Miffils, during the 
whole time of thofc Plaics: towit,athoufandbirds every day of all kindest * Or gift*. 
Cates and viands manifold: Ticquets and Tallies for cornc, appareli,goId, fii- 
ver,prctiousftones,pearles, pi&ures upon tables: flavcs, labouring garrons 
and beafts alfo tamed: laft ofall ihips, Iflcs, lands and pofTcfiions, according 
to their Tallies.

Whcrc- 
vpon reported it is, that fomc great bellied women falling into travadc were 
delivered upon the very skaffolds: yea and many men befides, wcarie oftedi- 
ous hearing and pra> ling him, when thetownegates were flnit, eytherby 
Health leapt downc from the walles , or counterfeiting thcmfc!ues dead 
were caned forth as corfes to bee buried. But bow timoroufty, with what 
thought and anguifhofminde, with whatxmulation ofhis concurrents and 
fearc of the Vmpiers , hee ftrove for the Maftcry 5 it is almoft incredible;

Furthermore, he ran 
with chariots for the beft game in many places , and at the Olympickelo* 
lemnities with one that had a teeme of tenne ftcedes, notwithftanding he re¬ 
proved the very fame in K. M x t hr i d a t e s as appeared by certaine verfes of 
his owne making • But being once fhaken and hoifted out of his Chariot and 
(et therein againe, howbeit nocable to hold out,he debited and gave ovcr,bc- 
fore he had runne the race through. Yet was he crowned ncvcrthclefic. After 
this, at his departure fro thence,he enfranchifed the whole Province through¬ 
out t and withall,thc ludges of thefc Games he endowed with the frccdome of 
ikaw, andrewarded with great fummes of money. Which benefits ofhis hira-

His unruly wildnefie,unbridled luft, waftfuariotcufnefle,avarice and cru¬ 
elty, he pra&ifed verely at firft, byleafureciofcly,as tbctrfckcsofyouthfiill 
folly: yetfo, as even then no man might doubt,thatthey weretheinbred vices 
of nature, and not the errors of young age. Nofoonerwasittwi-light&the 
evening fnut in but prefently he Would catch vp a cap (*)on his head,and fodif-*Oi hood. 

guifed, goc into tavemes and viaualling houfes : walke the (freetes playing .

(hops alfo, and rifle them: For he had fet up in his houfc at home a *(&)foire , *Ornmket 
there to receive the price ofthe bootie which heehad gotten, and was to bee 
folde to who would give moft and bid beft therefore, But many a time at fueh 
brawles and skuffcings aforefaied, he endangered his eyes, yea and his life too* 
being once beaten well necre to death by a certaine young(c)gentlcman of Sc- 
natours degree,whofc wife be had mifuied with uncleane handling.

^ HE Aunceftorsof Otho had their beginning inatownt 

called Ferentinumi cxtra&out ofan auncicnc andhonou- 
rablc family, cvenfrom the Princes of Hetruria.His grand- 
father M.SalviusOtho having for his Father a Gen- 
tlcmanof Feme, and for his mother a woman of bafecon- 
, ^ ion (^ wflct hcrfheewas free-bomeor no? itisuncer- 

tainc) through the favour of L i v i a A u g u s t a, in w hofc 
noulc hchad his riling and growth, wasmadeaSenatour, and exceeded not the 
M ^ C J° r Pr 5 tour • His Lather, E. Otho by his mothers fide of right noble 
Woud delcendcd, and thereby allied to many great kinreds, was fo deere and 
in race lo like unto Tiberius the Erapcrour, that moft men belccved verilv, 
hee washisowne fonne. The Honourable Offices within the Ciiic: thePro- 
conluifhip of and other extraordinary places of Condud and Com- 
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iriaund, hee managed mod fevercly . Hee adventured alfo in \Uyncmm to pro 
cccd fo far>as to put certainc foidiers to death, forth* in cfaccommotioe of Ca- 
mulvs upona touch ofcooicience they had killed their* Captaincs and pro- 
voflsas authorsof the revolt and rebellion againft C lavdivs, and verily this mU * i ' 
execution hinafclfc irt perfan faw performed in the Campcf-Otvcn before the Prim 
cipta : notwithftanding that be knew they were for that fcrvicc advanced to higher 
piaces by C l a v d 1 v s. By which ad of his as be grew in gloryfohee decrcafcd in 
favour. And yet the fame he foonc recovered agaioe, by deteding the perfidious 
plot ofa RomaincKnight,whom by the appeachtnent of his own fervants he found 
to have attempted the death ofC l a v d i v s.For, both the Senate endowed him 
with an honour moft rare and fcldoroc feene^o wit his ownc ftatue eroded in the 
Palatium> and alfoC l a v d i v s when he ranged him among the Pacritians, and 
in moft honourable tearmes praifed him added tbde words withall, Hee is a man, 
thus wboml would not wifb lafjnreyou to hone better Children of mine owe. Of 
Albia Terentia a right noble and gallant Lady he begat twofonnes, L v- 
c IVs Ti T I A N Vs, and ayounger forcnamcdM a r c v s, and caryingthcfur- , 
name ofhisfather:a daughter alfo hee had by her.whom as yet not manageable, ’ , ‘ 0t 
he afhanccd unto D r v s v s the fonne of G e r m a n i c v s .

This O t h o the Empcrour,wa« borne the^ day before the Kalends of May, +l8 
whenCAMiLLvs Arrvntivs andDoMiTivs ^Enob are vs wcrcCon- A,v,c, 78 y 
fuls. From the very prime of his youth,hec was roiotous,wild and wanton: in fo 
much as his father (windged him well and foundly for it: reported alfo to ufc 
night walking; and as he met any one cither feeble or cupfhottcn or overcome 
With drinke to catch hold of him, lay him upona foldiers gaberdine,and fo (fc)to 
tofle and hoift him up into the airc. After wardcs, uppon his fathers death, a cer- 
taine Libertine woman ofthc Court, a dafoc very gracious (becaufe hee would 
make the more benefit by following and courting her as his miftnffcjhc pretended 
love unto: albeit an old trot fhee was in manner doting for aec, By her meanes 
winding himfelfe into the favour of N * R o,heeafily obcainedthc cheife place a- 
mong his minions and favoritcs( fuch was the congruence of their humours and *F»r pardon 
difpolitions) and as fomc write by mutuail abufmg alfo of one anothers bodie^ e ^”"g c o 
againttkind.

In his comming toward the Campe, thearmie malici- 
oufly bent againft the Empcrour, and ready to intertaine any rcvoltand chaun~e 
ofState, willingly and with open arises received him, as a gift of the Gods pre- 
fented unco them from heaven above ; the fonne of one thrice Confull; a man in 
the vigo ur and ftrength ofhis yeeres; of a gentle difpofition befides, and of a frank 
and prodigal! heart. Which opinion and perfivafion, being of old conceived and 
• fettled in mens heads, Vitellius had augmented by lome frefh proofes lately 
given of himfclfc: killing ail the way as hee went along every meane common 
Souldiourthathccmct: fo courteous and affable above ail mcifurc,,to the very 
mulitiers and way faring paftengers, in every Inn and baiting place, that he wonld 

in

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im morning berimes askc them one by one, whether they had yet broken their 
&ft ? and ihew unco them even by hisbelching, that bee hadbeenc at his breakfaft 
already. 

Now when hce was entred once into the Camp, no fiiit denied he to any man: 
nay, of his owne accord hee tookc off their marks of ignominie who ftoode in diL 
grace; difpenfed with thofe that were obnoxious tochcLawes for wearing poore 
and fullied garments i and forgave condemned perfons their punifhments. 
Whereupon, before one raoncch was fully come and gone, without all refpc& 
either of day or time, when the very evening was now (hooting in, fuddainly by 
the Souldiours called forth he was out of his bed-chamber: and dad as hewasin a,v,C.I»» 
his domcfticall and home-apparrell, faluted by the name o{\mper*ter } and caricd 
round about through the moft frequented and populous * townes, holding in his 
hand the naked (word of I u l i u s (Dilator) of famous mcmoric: which becing ^ 
taken out of the temple of Afar;, was at the firft gratulation prefented by one unto a!1 ^ 

him. Neither returned he into the * Pretorium, before the dining roome was on f 

alight fire, by occafion of the chimney there, whereitfitft caught. Andthen vc-*TL«L.Ge- 
nly, when all befides were amazed and in great perplexity upon this adverfeand ncral5]odsi ^ 
ominous accident } Be of good cheer e 3 quoth hee, it hath Jbtnedfarc upon us : and 
ix) other ipcech at all made hce unto his Souldiours: After this, when thcar- 
mie alfo of the higher Province, confenred now by this time with the other, (that 
armiel meane which had revolted before from GalbaSc fided with the Senate ): 
the furoamc of Gbr uanicus generalfie offied unto him hee gladly accepted 5 
the addition of August us hepytoff; andthcftilcofC^ts arBcc utterly for 
cverrcfufed.

And foone after, when newes came unto him thatG alba was flaine • having 
fettled the State of Germme 3 he divided his forces thus; fending one part thereof

mic which was fent before, there hapned a fortunate and luckic figne: For on the condua of f+> 
right hand, all on a fuddainc flew an Eagletoward them: and when fhcc had fa- by 

chcdacompaflc round about the Stan dads and Enfignc*, hovered foftly before olcl-X” owr 
them as they marched on the way . Contrariwife, ashimlelfc removed and fet the Apcnnin*. 
forward, the Starnes on horfcback, erected in many places for him, all at once 
fuddainly brake their Icgges and tumbled downe: and the guirland of LawrcH, 
which moft devoutly he had done about (his head) fell from it into a running ri¬ 
ver. Within awhile after, as he fate iudicialiy upon the Tribunall to minifter Iu- 
fticc at * P'iemta, a Cock firft fettled upon his fhouider, and anonc perched upon *i n F ranncc 
his very head . Vpon which prodigious fights, enfued an event correfpondent within the pro* 
thereto . For the Empire whieh by his Lieutenants was confirmed and eftabli- 
(bed unto him, he by himfelfcwas not able to hold

A worthy beginning I afliire you, 
and a magnificent: fuch as might give good hope of an excellent Prince, had bee 
not menaged all matters clfe, according to his owne naturall dtfpofidon and the 
courfe of his former life, rather than rdpeeing the maieftje of an Emperour. 
For no fooncr put he himfelfcin his iouracy,but he rode through the raidft of Cb 
ties in Triumphant wife: and paflfcd along the great rivers in moft delicate bar¬

they manumifed and made free: butpaied as many as withftoode them with whip¬ 
ping chcere,bl owes, knocksjbloudic wounds ofeentimesyea ,and otherwhiles with 
•Before Bthri. prefent death . When hee came into the fields where the * battaiic was fought: 
4ks»>;or Emir- an d fome of his trainc loathed and abhorred rheputrified corruption of the dead 
§um ' bodies, he ftuck not to harten and encourage them with this curfcd fpcech * That 

an 'Emmie flaine had a very goodjmell, but a Citizen far re better . Ho wbeit to qua- 
lificand allay the ftrong favour and fent that they caft, hee poured downe his 
tliroat before them all, exceeding great ftorc of ftrong wine, and dealt the fame 
•Sotwccn. plentifully about, * with as muchvanity asinfolcnt pride. When he beheld the 
du*y former Stone, under which O t h o lay interred, with anlnfcription * in his mcmoriall: 
JnJblgtT’ Worthy was be effuch a monument , quoth hcc. And the very fame dagger where- 
rrw lentence with he had killed himfclfe, lie fern to C o l e i n for to be dedicated unto Mars. 

Certcs, upon the top of the famine Btli, hee celebrated a facrifice, with a’

facnficcd to the Spirit and ghoft of N e r o. : and at a folcmne feaft openly put the 
H arper in minde fitiging as he did to his great contentment, for to fay fomewhat 
alfo of* D o m i t i u s (b) .And as he began ro chauntN eioes Canricks,he was 
; *• the firft that leapt for ioy and dapped his hands withal!.

Having in this manner begun his Empire, a grear pan thereofhc admin rftred 
no otherwise, than according to the advifc & pleafurc of the bafeft Stay-plaicrs 

and 
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andobariotiersthatcQuld be found: butcfpecially of As i a t ic vs, a freed man 

Of>his owne. This AsiATicvswhoibewasa very youth had in mutual! fikhincs 

with him abided hisownc bodie: andafterwards lothinglhat abominable finne, 

runne his way. Now, finding him once at PuteaiHcUine, of a certaine drinke made 

of* water and Vincgcrjfirft he laicd hip by the hcclcs.and hung a paire of fetters * 

at his fecte: but fborthwith *loofcncd him and mtenained him as his dcrlin g a- jau 

gaine. After which a fcconddme being.offended with his contumacy & malapert »'• 

* ftubbornnefle; hee fold him to one of thefe common fencers that went from mar 
ket to market 3 and by occafion th at he wasvponatimeputof to the laft place in theeumc, 
a (word fight tor to play his prilcs: at unwarcs he privily Hole him away: and no 
fooncr was hee gone into his province but he manumifed him. The firft day of his 
Empire, as be fat at fupper, hee dubbed him knight.of Rome: and gave him the 
golden Ring: notwithftanding that the very morning before, when all the fouldi- 
ers mtreared in his hehalfc, he detefted fo loulc a blot to diftcinc and diferedite 
the worfhipfull degree of knighthood.

But being given moft of all to exccffiuc bcliiccheere andcruelric; he devided 
repaft into three meales every day at the leaf!, and fome time into foure, to wir, 

Breakcfaft, Dinner,Supper and * rcrc-bankcts ^ able to bcare them all very wdi,* After %«• 
hcc ufed to (a) vomit fo ordinarily. Now his manner was to fend word that hcc 
would breake his faft with onc(freind) dine with another,&c.and all in one day. 

And cveric one of thefe refections, when it flood them in Icaft ,coft * 40000 Sc-, 
fterecs. But the moft notorious and memorable fuppet above all other was that, 
which his brother mace for a welcome at hisfirftcomroing(ro Rome) at which by 
report were, ferved up to the Table before him twoiboufand fevciall difhcsof 
fifh the moft daintic & choifeft that could be had, & feven th oufand offoule. And 
V et,evcn this(as fumptuous as ic was) himfclfe furpafled at the dcdicationof that 
*pbttcr,which for the hugecapadtie thcrof hcvfcd to call the targuet of Minerva, 
and afyfkftanoAisxs.i. thefhcildofthc Cities*protcdrefTc. In thishchudledand 
blcndetkogether the livers of (b) * Giltheads; the delicate braines of Phefants & »Ordtargo. 
Pcacockcs; the tongues of the Birds Phoenicopterie: the render fmall guts of Sea- * 
lampries fet as farre as fro m the Carpathian fca and the ftrai ghts otSpame^ by his 
Captaines over Gallics. And,asamantharhadnot oncly a wide throat of his 
owne to devour much, but alfo as grcedic a ftomach to feedeboth unfeafonably 
and alfo groflly of what ever came next hand,he could not fo much as at anie fa- 
crificcwhenfoever,orinanyioumywhercfocvcr forbearebut amongethe altars 
fnatch up by and by thefkfh, the parched come alfo and mealeeven from thevc- 
rv hearth,and eate the fame: yea and at every vi&ualling houfe by the way fidc/ali 
to viands piping hote,yet reakingand not cooled one iote; and not fparc fo much 
as meats deefled the day before and halfe eaten alrcadie.

Being forward enough to put to death and punifh any man, what caufe fbever 
was pretended; Noble men, his fchoolc fellowcs, and play-feercs in times paft, 

(w horn by al faire meancs & flattering allurements he had enticed & drawn to the 
focietk as it were of the Empire with him)by fundrie forts of fraud &: trcchery,he 
killed Scone above the reft he made away with poyfon,whichhc raught unto him

•taer mm. to felute him and doe his dutic, he had delivered over to the executioner for to fuf- 

fer dcath^see called ftraightwaics backe againe: and when all that were by,praifed 
htmfor his clemenrie,he commanded thefaid panic to bec killed before his face, 
kymgmib al\, 7 bjf be wouidftfdt bis ties. At the execution of another, he cau- 
fed two ofhis fonnes to bearc him companicjfor nothing in the world,but bccaule 
they prefumed to intreat for their fathers life.Ther was befides a gentlcma of Rom 
who being haled away to take his death,cryed alowd unto him-fir I have made you 
my heirc. Him he compelled to bring foorth the writing tables containing his laft 
will: and fofoone as he red therein that a freed man oftheTcftatours was nomina¬ 
ted fellow heire with him, he commanded both Maifterand man to bekillcd.Cer. 
taine Commoners alfo, for this onely that they had railed alowd uppon the fa&i- 
»Of chariot™- on Q f t i ic * w atchetliverie,hc flew: being thus conceited, that in daring fo to doc, 
furyrnnttctfat* contcm p t anc { hoped for a day .Yet was he to none more fpicefully 

bent than to the wifeards and Aftrologers. Was any of them prefented and en- 
formed againft? he made no more a do, but without hearing what he could fay for 
himielfe,bereaved him of hislife.Netledhe was and exafperate againft them, for 
that after an edict of his, wherein he gave commandemc rat that all iudiciaii Aflro 
logersfhoulddepart outoiRomc and Italic before the firft of October: pre- 
lently, there was a writing or libcllfetupin open place to this effect, that the*

His bringing 
Noucmbcr, ^ he had under TERTVLLAhis grandmother by the fathers Gde,in the land and 
living that fhc had about Cefa. Whereupon, when hee was Emperour hcc both 
frequented continually the place of his birth and breeding, the Capitall hovfc and 
manour remaining Aill as it had bccnc in former times,nothing altered (bccaufc 
fbrlooth,his eyes (hould have no lofle noqmiffe of that which they were wont to 
fee therc)and loved alfo the memoriall of his grandmother fodeerciy, that on all 
folcmnc and fellivall, and high daies, hcc continued ever drinking out of a Giver 
ag£ eere P° l that was hers and out of none other. After he had put on his* virile gownc,he 
refufed a long rime the (a) Senators robc,ahhough his brother had attained ther- 
to: neither could he be forced to fccke for it at laft but by his owne mothc r. Shce 
in the end wrought perforce lo much from him,by way oficprochhll taunts more 
than by fcirc intrcacic or reverent authoridc:whiles,ever and anone J fhee called 
him in taunting wife,his brothers huifner. Hcfcrved as Tribune military in 7 hra 
eta : and in quality ofQueftorhad the government ofO*/* and Cirene 3 provinces 
by lot fallen unto him. When hefued to be Acdi!e 5 & afterwards Pretour- he hard 
Jy attained to the former Offices (and not without forac repulfe)cucn in the Gxth 

place; 
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place: but prcfcntly at his Grft fuit and with the formofl being chofcn Pretour 
and upon difplcafure taken, malicioufly affeded againft the Senate; bccaufc he 
would by ail mancr ofdcmcrite win thefavourofC a 1 u s the Emperor,he ear- * 
ncftly demanded extraordinary playes& games in honor ofbim forhisvidory 
in Germanic . and gave opinion in the Senate houfe, that to augment the pu- 
nilTiment ofeerteine confpiratours(againft him). theirdead bodies (hould bee 
ca f forth and left unburied. Hcc gave him alfo lolcmncthankcs beforethae 
right honorable degree, for vouchfafing him the honor to be a gucfl of his at 
a flipper. 

Amidthefeoccurrents,heefponfed Flavia DoMiTiLLA,thefreedwo- l 
man ofS t at1l 1us Ca n l l a, 3 Romane gentleman ofSakraca, and an A- 
fricane borne, committed unto him fometime upon trull, and cnfranchifed in 
the frecdornofZ 4 //tfw.butaftcrwards pronounced a gentlewoman born & na¬ 
turalized a Citizen of Rewtjn the Court of Iudgcs delegate,upon claimc made 
b v her father Flavius Liberalis bomeat Fercntinum , (a man that never 
role higher than to bca*Scribetoa Queftour) who vouched hcrfrccdomc. *Of noutffcj 
By ner he had iftew,T itus Damitianu s,and Domitilla, His wife & 
daughter he overlived, and buried them whiles he was yet in State ofa private 
pcrlon. After his fo refa id wives deceafe, he called home againc to cohabire 
xvith him in his houfe C x s isafreed-woman of A n t on ia, anaher*Secre~ # CrKeep<rof 
tarie. whom he had fanfiedin formertime; and her he kept when he wasEm- herbooks **>* 
perourjnfteedc ofhis true and Jawfuil wife. accompu, 

Vnder the Emperour C laudius, by cfpecial I favour of Narcissus 4 

fern he was into Germanics Lieutenant of a legion: from thence beino remo¬ 
ved into B itainejat fought thirtie battailcs with the encmic: Two mo?t migh- 
tie nauons,and above twcnric towns,togithcr wirh the Ifle of Wight lying next 
to the faid Bntatne , he fubdued, under thecondudpartly of AlP l auti us 
Lieutenant to the conful, and in part ofC laudius himfelfc, for which wor¬ 
thy adls he received trivmphall ornaments, and in fhort fpace two facerdotaJl A,VC ’ 8e * 
dignities w ich a confuifnip beGdes which he bare the two laft rrioncths of the 
veere. For the middle time between,even until he was Proconful,hclsd a pri¬ 
vate life in a rety ring placje out of the way, for fearc of A g r i p p i n a , who as 
yet bare a great ft roke with her*fonne, and hated to the heart all the friends of 
Narcissus, although dcccafed. After this, hauing the province of t^tfrick * 

allotted untohim, hee governed the fame with Angular integritie,&notwi&- 
out much honor & reputation .-but that in afcditiouscommotionat Afrumt*

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whiles he was chaunting, either he made many darts away out of the place, or 
elfc ficptjifhe ftaied there Hill. And being forbidden not only to conucrfe in the 
fame lodging with him, but alfo to falutc him publikely with others, he wi:h- 
drew himfeffe afide into afmall cittie, and which flood ont of the way: untill 
fuch time, as lying clofe there and fearing the word, the govermcm of a ^pro¬ 
vince with the commaund of an armie was offred unto him. There had been

«»^ er in ving the charge in one or two bartailes with fuch refolution , as that in the af- 

c part fault of a caftle,he caught a rap with a ftonc upon his knee, and received in his 
targucte fomc fbot of arrowes. 

After Nero and Gale a, whiles Otho and Vitelli us drove for 
Sovcraintic, hee had good hope oftheEmpire, conceived long before, by 
thefe prefaging tokcns(which I wil now rc!atc)within a countrey ferme by the 
Citic fide, belonging to the Flavij , there ftood an olde Okc confecrated unto 
Mars,w hich at 3 .childbirths of Vi s p a s 1 Afbdainly did put forth every time 
2 fevcral bough from the flock; undoubted fignes forc-fhe wing the deflinie & 
fortune of each one. The firfl was finall and (lender, which quickly withered 
(and therefore the girlc at thattime borne lived not one yeerc to an end): the 
fecond grewe very ftiffe and long withall, which pretended great felieitic : 
but the third, came to the bignefTc of a tree . Whereupon Sajinus 
the father (of Vespasian) bccing confirmed befide by the anfwere ofa 
•One'ofthefe *$outhfayer, brought word backe(by report) unto his owne ^Mother, that 
bowlu kadA iV efbew borne whofhould be *C,ESAR : Whereat,fhec did nothing 

+Ter'H>M the' clfebut fet up a laughter, mcruailing that herfonncfhculd have a cracked 
Gl . i /' lim ° thcr braine an ^ »Jl a doting now, fince that his Mother had her wittes dill whole

and clenfing thcflrcctcs, had commanded hcc fhould bee all bedawbed

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dred robe, fomc were ready to make this interpretation thereof, that the cup* 
mon we die trodden one day underfoote sndforlome byfomccivUltrmbles , jhmMfsB 
into bwprotecfiouauddsitvereiMtthisbefMK. As hee was at his dinner upon a 
time, a flrange dog brought into his dining roomea mans hand and layed it 
under the boarde. Againe, as hee fate another time at (upper, an Oxeha¬ 
ving bcene at plough and {haken of his yoke, rufhed into the parlour where 
hee was at mcatc : and when bee had driven the waiters andferuitours out, as 
if all on a lodainc hec had becnc wcaric, layed him downe along at his fcetc 
where hee fate , and gently put his ncckc under him. A Cyprcfle tree like¬ 
wife in his Grand-fathers land without anie force ofrempeft plucked up by the 
roote and laved along, the very next day following rofc up againe gree¬ 
ner and flronger than before. Butin 0/ C H A 1A hec dreamed. That 
hee and bis , flould beginne to profper fo foone as NERO had a tosth drawers out 
bis head. Now it fortuned, that the morrow following, aChirurgiontbat 
came forth into the court-yeard (hewed unto him a tooth of N * r o e s newly 
drawen. In Iurie , when hee confulted with the Oracle of the god (4) Car. 
melus, the anfwere which was given, affined him in thefe tearmes , That 
whatfoever he thought upon and eaft in his minde (were it never fo great) it 
(hould fo come to pafte; And one of thcNobic men of that Countrey taken 
captive, named *Iosephus, when hcc was caft into prifon, avouched and 
fayde unto him mod conftantly, that hcc (hould (hortlybefetatlibertyeven kiftoric. 
by him , but hee (hould be Erapcrour firft. There were moreover fignificant 
tokens prefaging no lefle reported unto him out of the very Citic o l Rome : and 
namely, that N e 1 o in bis Utter dayet, a little before his death, was warned in a 
dreamc to take the facredChariotoflupiTER Optimus Maximus forth of the 
Chappel where it ftoodc^nto Vhspasians houfc, and fo from Whence into * iw* in dram 
the Cirque. Alfo, not long after, as G a l b a held the folcmnc election for * * vd P a 3 aos ; 
hisfccondConfulfliipjtheftatueof Iulius, late Cjesar offamousmetiKp 
ric, turned of it felfc into t hc(b) Eaft. And at the field fought before Bebriaeum y 
ere the battailesjoyned, two iEgles had a confli(ft and bickered together in all * 
their fights : and when the one of them was foyled and overcome, a third 
came at the very inflant from the funne rifing and chafed the Vidrefic away.

Yet for all this attempted he no enterprift(notwithftanding his friends& 
fouldiours were mod preft and forward yea and urgent upon him) before that 
hec was follicitcd by the uncxpe&ed favour, offome, who as ir fell out were 
both unknowento him and alfo abfent • Two thoufand drawen out of the 
three legions of the Mufun armie and fent to ayde Otho, when they were 
upon the way marching (albeit newes came unto them that hec was vanqui. 

Ihed and had layed violent handsuponhimfeife,) held on their journey oc- 
verthelefle as farre as to AquileU 5 as giving fmall credit to that rumour : 
where after they had by vantage of opportunities offred, and vncoritrolled li- 
bertic, committed all manner of robberies and outrageous viilanics, fearing 
lead if they returned backe againe, they (hould anfwere for their mifdcmca* 
nours , and abide condigne punifhmenc therefore ; layed their hcadcs to- 
githcr, and confulted about the ehufing and creating of an E M P E R O V R. 

For , worfc they tookc not thcmfclues noz inferiour, cythcr to the

which had made OTHO •• or lotheGermanician forces who had clcded 

ViTBL Litis, Emperoms. Having purpoted therefore and nominated of 
theConfuIarLieutenantsasmanie , as thcycouldeinanieplacethinkeupon • 
when they mifliked all the reft, taking exceptions againfl one for th is caufe 
and another for that: Whiles fomcagaine of that third Legion, which a lir- 
tie before the death of N E R O had been tranflated oruof STRI a into 
*f t ** lA , highly prayfed and extolled VESPASIAN; they all accor. 
ded thereto, and without delay, wrote hisname upon their flagges and ban¬ 
ners. And verily, for thatome this projeift was Imuddred, the companies 
. ‘orawhi'e reclaimed, and all brought into good order. But whenthe favde

Hetookcupon him alfo the gtf 
Cenfurcihip : and all the time of his Empireefteemed nothing moredeare. III 
than hrit to ehablft and afterwards xoadorne the Common weale, brought 8a ^ 
aimoit to utter decav, and at the point to fall downe. The fouldiours, fome 
prefuming bololy of their viaorics, others in griefe for their iTamefull’dif- *l*taki|gpart 
grace were grow^cn to all manner of licenrioufndTe and audacitic. The Pro- 
vinccs Irkewifeandfrccftates, yea^and fome kingdomes, fclltodifcord&fc- 
ditious tumults among them feiues*. And therefore of the Vircllians he both 
caffed and alfo chafticed very many. Asforthcparmers with him inviaoric: 
fo farre was hee from allowing them any extraordinary indulgence, that their 
very due and lawfull rewardes hec payed not butflackely. Andbecaufchce 
W'ould not let flip anie occalion of reforming railirarie difcipline, when a cer¬ 
tain gallant youth fmclJing hote ofiwectbalmcsand perfumes came untohim 
to give thanks for an^Office obtained at his hands;aftcra ftrange countenance ’Ordurge. 
fhewing his diflike of him, heegavehim alfo in words, a moil bitcerand gric- 

uouschcckc, faying, I would rather thou haddeftftunkc of garlieke,audio re¬ 
voked bis letters patents forthegraunt. As touching the mariners and lea 
feruicours, fuch of them as are wont to palTc to and fro on foote, by’turnes 
from and Puteohto ROME-, who were petitioners unto him that fome 
certaine allowance might bee fet downc for to finde them (hoes : hce 
thought it not Efficient to fende them awaye without anfwcrc , but vli3a £ e * 
commanded that for ever after they fhould runne upanddowne betwcenc

Kings hee reduced all into the forme ofa province. Into Qeppadecia^ioithc 
concinuail rodes and incurlions that the Barbariansmade,hc brought a poure 
befidcs, ofLcgions, and in liev of a Romanc knight, he placed there for Ruler, 

^ man who had bccnc Conful. The Ciric of ROME byreafon ofoldcskarc- 
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fires and ruines was much biemifhed and disfigured. Hee permitted therefore 
any man to feize as bis ownc ail vacant plots of ground, and to buildc there¬ 
upon, in cafe the owners and Land-lords were flacke in that bchalfc. Hiuj 
fclfc tookc upon him the reedefying of theCapixofl, and was the fir ft man 
that did fet his hand to the ridding of the rubbifh and rammcll, yea and upon 
hisowne necke caricd fome of is awiye : three thoufand tables ofbraflcal- 
fo which were burnt with the faydTcnfdc* hccundcrtookc to make and fet 
-- up againe, having fearched and fought ought from all places the pactions and 
. x copies thereof. A moft bcwtifull inftrument and right aunrient record of 
the whole Empire hee compiled and finifhedj wherein were contained from 
the pub like the firft beginning well neere of the Cine, ail a&es of Senate, all decdcs palled 
by ^ C° m rT,una ^ c y 25 concerning Leagues Alliances and privilcdges gran¬ 
ted to any whatfoever.

|ms daughter, with fo great ioy and favourable applaufc cf all his Sctddjcurs: that" * ^ Of Scp- 
^thejr gramlaatm they faluted ban Emperour: and foone after, whenhcwasto^tS 4 * 
depart out of that Province, detcincd him: in humble manner, yiaandeft-foones ^ 
in threatmng wifemftantly calling upon him. To ftay, or el(e ro take them all a- 
way together with him. W hereupon arofe thefirftfuf pi rion,That he revolted from 
hither and had attempted to chalcnge the kingdotpe of the Eaftpansforhim 
Jclie. Whichfurroifc himfclfemade the more,afrcrthat in his way jltxendroL 
as he confecrated at Memphis the Ox Jpis,hc wore a (a) Diadcmc: W hich he did 
m deed according to the cuftomc & rites of the auncient religion there. But there 
wanted not fome, who conftrucd it other wife. Making haft thercforcinto Italic t 
after hee was arrived firft at Rhenium and from thence nPutcols, embarquedina 
Merchants (hip of burden to Rome he goes diredlv with all /peed & moft lightly 
appointed: and unto his father looking for nothing lcfle,I ^ ame quoth hzjather 
I am come : checking thereby thcrafh andinconfidcratc rumorsiaifcdof him, ’ 


From that time forward hce ccafed not to cariehimfelfe as parrner widi his Fa¬ 
ther, yea and Prote&our alfo of the Empire: With him hce triumphed: with hnu , 
hce jointly admimftred the Cenfurefhip; His Colleague hee was in the Tribunes 'txf'ixf 
authority: his Companion likewifc in feven ConfuJfhips . And having taken to 
himfelte the charge wcll necre of all Officcs>, whiles hee both endited tetters and 
penned Eoids in his Fathers name: yea, and read ^Orations in Senate, and that 
in the Queftours tume, he aflumed alfo the Captainfhip of the Guard, an Office 
never to that time executed butby aGeptlemanof Rome, In this place hce de¬ 
meaned himfclfcnothing avilly, butprocccdedwithmuch violence: Forever as 
he bad any in moft icloufic and fufpition, he, by fendmg fecretly and under-hand 
ccrtaincofpurpore, who in the Theaters and Campe fhould require for to have 
them punifhed (as it were with his Fathers confent) made no more a-doc but 
broughtthem all to their end . As for example, among ihefc, hce commaunded 
Aulus CiE cina, amanof Confular Degree, andagueft by him inviredra 
fupper, when hce was fcarcc gone out oftbe Banqucning parlor to bee ftabbed. I 
muftnccdcs fay, that driven he was to this violent proceeding upon an extremity 
of daunger:confideringthat he had found out his hand-writine bearing evidence 
of a conlpiracie that he plotted with the Souldiours. By whkhcourfcs, as he pro¬ 
vided welland efficiently for his ownefecurity another day: fo, for the prefent 
time he incurred very much difpleafure and hatred ol the world: In fo much,as no 
man lightly,whcn foadverfe a rumor was on foote,and that which more is,againft 
the wills of all men, would have flepped to the Impctiall throne.

Bcfidehis cruelty, fufpc&edhe was alfo for roiotous life; hi that he continued ^ omc c ^ jc keof 
banqueting untill midnight with the rooft profuic and wafUull fpcnd-thrifts of^Stof 
his familiar minions: For wanto luft likewife,by reafon of a fort of ftalc Catamites 
& gucidcd Eunuchs thathe kept about him: and the affcaionate love that hee was 
noted to beare to * Queenc Birenic £,unto who alfo,as it was (aid he prondfed fi'ftof a? 

roariagc.Sufpition there was moreover ofhis pilling & polimg.For certain it was * a 

that in thc*c6miffi6s& hearing of cautes whichhis father held was wont to l el °

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dwdfctfwnofeKpers.and tbmakea garfte thereby* Atocbis 5 mcnbotfarcpwcd 
and jdforcpdrtcdhimeobcevcnanothcrN ero. But this name that went ofhim 
proved goodforhitn and turned to his greateft commendation: confidcrmg that 
no grofle vice could bee found in him, but contrariwifc many excellent vermes. 
The feafts that he made were plcafant mcriments, rather than lavifhand fumpte- 
oas. Hechofe for his friends fuch,as in whom the Emperoursalfo hisfucceffours 
repofcd thcmfclvcs, and whom they ufed efpeciaUy as neceflaric members both 
for them and alfo for the Commonwealth. As for Queene B b r e n i c b, he font 
her quickly away fronnheCiticof-Kvavj but full loath they were both of them 
to pan a funder. Certaine of his minions anddearlings whom hee favoured and 
fanfied moft, albeit they were ftich artificiallDaunccrs, that within a while after 
they caried the greateft praifeand prilcupon the ftage, he forbarcquite notonely 
to huegle and embrace long together, but to behold fomuch as once in any pub- 
lick meeting and aflcmbly. From no Citizen tooke be ought: and from aliens 
goods he abftained, ifever any did. Nay, he received not the very contributions 
graunted and ufually oaied. And yet,being inferiour to none of his predcccfiburs 
•At which Co. in munificence, as having dedicated an * Amphitheatre, and built the Baines 
lewwiry f ooo k ar£ j.by w j t h M great * expedition, he exhibited a Spcdacle of Sword-fencers, 
with all kindes of furniture thereto belonging in mod plentiful! manner. Hee re- 
A. •* pre r ented alfo anavall fight in the old Naamachia > In which very place he brought 
forth likewife his fwotd-fencets to play their prifes: andinthat one day he put out 
wnte to be baited 5000 wildc bcafts of all lofts. * 


Furthermore, being of his owne naturemoft kindeand gracious; whcrcasby 
a conftitudon and order that T 1» b r i us began, all the C s . S ' AR s his Succel- 
fours held not the Benefits graunted by former Princes good and in force, unlcfle 
they alfbthemfclves made new graunts of thfe lame agamc: hee was the firft, that 
by vcrtucofonc folccdid, ratified and confirmed all that had palled before: nei¬ 
ther fuffred he any petition to be made unto him for them. In all other Suits and 
Requefts, hee ever more held moft conftantfy mens mindes at this pafle, that hee 
would fend none away wichouthopc. Afid when his Domefticall Minifters about 
his perfon, would feeme to tell him, Thathepromfed mere than he was able toper- 
forme : What\ quoth he, there ought noman to deport from thefpeechofa Prince,fad 
anddifemented . Calling to mindc one time as he fat at fupper, That he had done 
nothing for anv man that day, hce jittered this memorable and praife-woithy 
^pephtkevme, Mj friends, 1 hove loft a day . The people cfpcaally m gcnerall he 
intreared fo all occafions,with fo great courtefie, that having propofed a folcmnc 
Sword fight, he made openprofeffion, that he would lent forth, not to plcaiehim 
feife but to content the beholders . Andvcrily, even fo hee did: for, neither de¬ 
nied he ought to them that would call for it: and ofhis owne accord, willed them 
to aske what their mindes ftoodc to. Moreover, foe wing plainly, that hee ftoode 
•Who were well affected to the manner of the Thracian-M'wordfencers fight and their Arma- 
oppo£rctothe turc hcc would many times even with the reft of the people bothm word and 
gcfture fas a favourer of that kinde) ieft and makefport: yetfo,ashee kcptftillthc 
jfefefoch maicftic ofanEmpcrour: and withall iudgedwith equkicindiffrrently, Andbc 
fatfuoo. cau f c hcc w ould pretermit no point of popularity, lomctimc as hcc bathed in his 
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owne baincs bee admkteddje Commons tfutba unco hi^ There fell out in bis 
daks certaine mifchaunccs and hcavic accidents: a®, the burning of the moun¬ 
tains ftfavrn in CsrifpeminrK Skar-fire aritaa^whkh lafted three daies and three 
nigfirs; as alfo a *peftilerice, the like whereof had not lightly beenc knownc cllc *wi»erkj thcT« 
where at any odiCTtime.. Intbcfc calamities fomany and fo grievous, he fhewed died ten thou- 
notonely a Princely care, bur alfo a fingiilar fohcriyaffc&ion: fometime com- a ^ 
forting (his people) by hi$£di&$; otherwhilcs helping them fo farre forth as his 
power would extend. Forrcpairing the loflcs in * Campania, fie chofc by lot cer- ’*7 d»e bar. 
taine Commiffioners to looke thereto, even out of the ranke ofthofc that had 
bccneConfids. The goods of fiich as perifhed in thefaid mount,-whole hcircs ™cd 
could not be found, hcc awarded to the reedification of the ruinate Cities adioy, EacJl 

ring. And having made publickproteftation, that in the laid skarc-firc ofthc Ci- fC ° P 
tic, there wasnolofieat all 6 ut to himfelfc: Looke whir ornaments were in any 
ofhis owne * Palaces and royal! houfes, foe fame lie appointed ro the Citie buif ^ 
dings and the Temples: For which purpofc hcc made divers of Knights degree lun^.ihic* 
Supravifors,to the endrhat atay thing might be difparchcd with greater expedi- P i,rtcdubIc i* 
tion. To cure the fickncflc and mitigate the furicof thofc contagious Dileafes, &c * 
hcc ufed all hclpcofGodand man ; having fought out what foever kindes of Sa¬ 
crifices and remedies might bee found: Among the adverfirics of thofc rimes, 
may bee reckoned chefc Promoters and Informers, wirh fuch as under band let 
diem a worfcc, occafiorrcd all by old liccntioufodlc and impunkic. Andtholehc 
commauudcd to be whipped and beaten, with cudgels ordinarily in the open Mar¬ 
ket pkicc: and laft ofall , when they had bcene brought in a Shew through the 
Amphitheatre, partly ro be foldc in pon-falc for Oaves: and in pan to be caricd 
away into the rougheft and bleakeft Hands that were. And becaufc hcc would for 
ever reftrahe fuch, as at any rime fhould dare to dee the like •• hee made an Ade 
among many others, prohibiting, One and the fame matter to bee fued byvettue 
of many Statures and Lawcs enaded in that behalfc; orto makeinquifition as 
touching the cftatcol any map dcccafcd, aftertheterme of certaine ycercs limi¬ 
ted.

Having profcffed,thathe tooke upon him the High-Pricfthood in this regard, 
becaufc bee would keepe his hands pure and innocent, hee made good his word. 

For, after thar time, never was hee the principall Author of any mans death, nor 
priuicandacceflaric thereto j (albeit hcc wanted not fometimes iuft caufc of re¬ 
venge) but fwarc devoutly, That hee would rather die hmfeife, than dec others to 
death . Two noble men of the Patritian ranke, convided for affecting *nd afpi- 
ring to the Empire he proceeded agamft no farther than to admooifh them to dc- 
fift and give over, faying, That Soveraignepower was the gift of Deftime and Divine 
providence. If they were Petitioners for any thing cife, he promifed to give it unto 
them. Andvcrily; out ofhand, to the mother oi the one . who was then farreof 
(wofuU and penfive woman as fheewas) he difpacchcd his owne courhtours and 
fooce-mcn to caric word that her lonne was fate; As forthemfeives hec not ooely 
invited them to a familiar and friendly fupper that night: but alfo the next day 
following, at the fight of Stvorde-fcnccrs placing them of purpofc nccrc a* 
bout his owne pcrlon , the * Ornaments of the Champions that were to*A. f tfcdrw- 
fight, prefented unto him, hec reached unto them for to {a) view and perufe. ®- ur * w «P 01 »

either to kill or to (equefta and confine, nonorfo much as to abridge of any ho¬ 
nour: but, as bee had alwaics done from thefirfi day of imperial! dignity, per- 
levered to teftificand declare, thatPartner he was withhim in the Soveraigne go¬ 
vernment,and his heire apparent to fucceedchim: otherwhiles fecrcdy with tcares 
and praicrsbefceching, That he would veachfrfe brm jetat kffph, mutnaii true and 
affection 

9 Amid this blefled courfc of life, eu^fhort he was and prevented by death, to 
the greater Ioflc of mankindc than ofhinielfc. After he had finilhcd thefoJemne 
Shewes and Games exhibited to the people, in the end and upfhot whereof, hee 
had (bed teares abundantly: he went toward the Sabines territorie fomwhat more 
fad than ufually he had bccae: by occafion, that as hee facrificed, the beaft brake 
loofe and gat away: as alfo bccaufc in faircand cleerc weather (a) it had thunde¬ 
red. Hercupon,having gotten an ague at his firft lodging and baiting placemen 
he was rcmovingfronuhence in his Li&er, it is faid that putting by the Curtaines 
of the windowe, hcclooked up to heaven, and complained very pireoufly, that his 
lifefhould be taken from him who had not deferved te die; For there was no fad 
of bis extant, of which hee was to repent,. favc onely one, Now what that one 
fiiould bc,neithcr uttered hehimfclfc at that inftanr, neither is any man able rea¬ 
dily to gueffe thereat. Some thinkc,hc called to mindc the over-familiaracquain- 
tance that hfc bad with his brothers * wife. But £> o m i t i a devoutly fware, That 
be never bad (uch dealing with her: who no doubt would not have denied it.ifthcrc 
hadbecne any folly at all bctwcenc them; nay, (hee would rather have made her 
vauntthercof: lo ordinary a thingit was with her to glory in all naught indTc and 
(hamefiilldccdcs. io 

He departed (a) this world, in the very fame Country-houfe wherein his father 
. fS died before him: upon the 41 Ides of September,two yceres,tw o moneths & twenty 

tembCT. dayes after that he fucccedcd his father, and in the two & fortieth yeerc of his age. 

A,v,c;*j£ Which being once notified and knowen abroade, when all men throughout the 
Citic mourned nolcfle than in fome doraefticall occafion of Sorow and Lament 
tation: The Senate before they were fummoned and called together by any Edift, 
rannetothcCww, finding as yet the dores faft locked: but when they were fee 
open, they rendred unto him now dead fb much thanks, and heaped upon 
himfo great a meafurc ofpraifes, as they never did before, at any 
time, whiles he was living and prefect 
among them.

Hec enterprifed moreover a voiage i©to Gaule and Germame, Notwirhftan- 
ding the fame.was ncedlcffc, and his fathers freinds d ifwaded him from it; onely, 
becaufc hce would equalKze his brother both in *workcs and rcpotationjforthcic 
JccStnia- prankes of his rebuked he was: and to the end he might the rather be put in mind 
f loirs. of his y oun g ycercs and private condition, hee dwe It together with liis fatlier: in 

a li&cr hee attended the (Curule) chaire of father and brother, wheoibever they 
went foorth ofdoores: and being mounted upon a white Courier accompanied

* Peace con c au ^ c <p* arrc l was*difpatchcd alreadic to his hand ,bee aftaied by gifts and large 
d^kdtrtlreeB pcomifes to follicitc other Kings of the Haft,to make the fame requeft. When his 
the tuitam father was dead, (landing in doubcfull tearmes with himfclfc a longe rimc,whe, 

ther hee fhould ofeur.ro the fculcicrs a dor.arivc duple to that of his brother 
Tit vs , hee never ftucketo give out and make his boall. That left bee 
was to bee partner with him in tbe Empire , but that his fathers will was 
tcric much abufed, Neither would hec give over from chat time forwardc 

both 
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bot h today wait fetxcdy for ins brother, and aMotopradhfc openly a gafi n ft him, 
unail filch time as he gave commandemcnt when hce was ftrickenw&b greivoits 
fit keneiie,that he fhould be left for dead before the breath wasoutofhisbodieami 
after he was departed indeed, vouchfafing him no other honour but his *confccrc- * r 
tion,he carped alfo at bitn many a time as well in glauncing figurative (beeches for a God.

In thebeginning ofhis Empire his manner was,to retire himfclfc daily iotoa 
fccret place forgone hourc,and thereto do nothing dfe but to catch dies, and with # /w,«»ar 
the (harp pointofa bodkin orwritinoftoclcpricke the through:In fo mucous whe f ? r a c f cuoe 
one enquired , whether any bodic were with C a^s ar within ? V ibiysCxis* 
pv s made anfwer not impertinently, no, notfo much as a 6ie.After this,D o mi- hourc *. 
t 1 a his owne wife, who in his fecond Coniuifhip had borne him a lonnc, and 
whomctwoyecrcs afterhehadlaiutcdasEmpreflc, by thenameofAvovs- 
t a ,hcr i fay, falling in fanfie with Paris theftage player and ready to die for 
his !ovc , hce put away: but within a final while aftcr(as impatient of this breach 
and divorfe)tookc her home, and maried ha againCjSs if the people had inftantly 
called uppon him foto do. In the adminiftrationofthe Empire hec behaved him 
felfe for a good while variablie, as one made of an cquall mixture and temper of 
vicesand vertues, until! at length hee turned his venues alfo into vices: being, (fo 
far as wc may cotuecture)ovcr & above his nauirall inclinatioo,for want covetous 
and greedictfor fcare bloudy and crucll.

Hce exhibited ordinarily magnificent and fumpteousfhcwes not onely in the 
Amphitheatre, but in the Cirque alfo. In which, befiac the ufuall running of 
Chariots, drawen as well with two {(cedes asfourc.Hce reprefcntcd likewde two 
battailes of horfemen and footc men both :»din the Amphitheatre a Navail 
fight. For, baitings of w ild beafts, and fword fencers, be (hewed ki the very night 
by creflct and torchlights; and hce brought into the place not men onely 
to fightjbut women alfo to encounter wild beads»Furthermore, at the games of 
fwordfighe fet out by the Qucftours(wbich having in times paft been difeonrinued 
and foriet, hee brought into vfcagaine) hec was alwaies prefent in perfon, fo 
as he gave the people leave to choofc two pairc of fwordfcnccrs out of his owne 
fchoole^md thole hce brought in,royally>& courtbkc appointed in the lall place # 

And at all fights of fword players,there flood ever at his feet a little dwarfe arraied 
m skarlet with a (mail head that it was wondcrfull: wiih whomc bee vfed to talkc 
and confcrrc otherw hiksofferious matters.Certes,over heard he was,w hcn hce 
demaded him of what he knew?& what hethoght, of the laft difpofc of the Provin- 
ces> and namely of otdainingM htiusRvfus Lieutenant generall of Aigypt? 

Hce exhibited navall battailes performed in manner,by full ffcetcs and compfcat 
navies: having digged out a great pit for a lake, and built aftonc wall round about 
it,ncerevnro Ttberis randthofc he would behold mthe greateft flormcs Sc ("bowers 
th^t were.Hcc let forth alfo the Secular piaics and games makinghis computatio 
from they cere, not whweinCLAvD ivs, but Avcvsm longebcfore had 
made them. During thefc,uppon the daie of the Circcntia lblcmnitics,to the end 
there might be an hundred*courfcs the foonerrunne, hee abridged the races of crery 

everyone, to wiTjftom 7 . to 4 . He ordained moreover, in the honour of Ivpiter 

C runlv confifi* 
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C*>iToiiNvs, Quinqocnnall Games of three fold Masteries,muficke^horfc- 
riding,& Gymuickc excrci(cs;& in the fame, rewarding vigours withCoronets, 
more by a good many then now they bc.Herem the concurrcntsftrcvcalfb foe the 
prife In Profc,both Grecke & Latin: and bcfidcs (ingle harpers, there were Setts 
ofthole alfo that played tippon the harpc,yea and conforcs of fuch as fung therto, 
in a quire. In the running place, Virgins al(o ran for the beft games. At ailtbefe 
* Or 4 ipp«j. mafterics and folemnitics,he fat as prefident in his Panto Acs,clad in a robe (4) 
ofptfrple after theGrcekilb fafhion, wearing on his head a golden Coronet^ 
with the Image of IupiterIvno and Minerva; havingthe prieft ofl u f x« 
t s r and the Collcdge of the religious,cailed Flavialss, fitting by him in 
like habit; faring that in their Coronets there was his Image alfo . Scmblably, 
hee celebrated eyerie yeere uppon the Albane mount, the Quin quatria of Mi¬ 
ne r v a. In whole honor he had inftituted a Socictic,out of which there (bould 


be chofenbylotjMaiftcrs and Wardens of that folemnitic who were toexhi- 
bitc peculierand cfpeciall Beaftbaitings and Aagcphyes.yca and contentions 
for the prife,ofOratours and Poets befides. He gave a * Iargcffe to the people 

* fmr!l r b thrice- to wit,three hundred fefterces a peece:& atthc *fhew of the fwordfight 
*xiphiiin amoft plenteous dinner. At the folemne*ScprimontiaIl facrifice, hee made a 
Ae?e 2 «hii f <foIeofViands 3 a!lowingtocheSenatoursand gentlemen fairc large paniars:

This Asclbtario beemg enformed 
againft,and not denying that he had delivered what by his art and learning he fore- 
law,he queftioned with and asked,whathisowncendfhould ber& when he made 
anfwc r & affirmed.
